Both Sides Claim To Be Preparing | 


Moves That Will Bring Con- 
fusion to Opponents—Trust _ 
Charges Intimidation 
Is Being Used. 


Pittsburg, August 13.—Neither. side 
moved decisively today in the great in- 
dustrial conflict betw2en employers and 
employees in the steel trade, and the re- 
sult is still in the balanc>. The strikers 
inade gains at Pittsburg, McKeesport, 
Wheeling and Bellaire, in the last twenty- 
four hours, but in the mein the advantage 
is still with the mill owners. Both sides 
claim to be preparing moves that wil 
bring confi sion to opponents, but neither 
side has shown its hand. 

Sc far. good order has prevail, al- 
theugh the st2el officials assert that there 
has been intimidation at Wheeling, Mc- 
Keesport and Pittsburg. Both sides ex- 
press their confidence in ultimate victory, 
end are actively cvarrying forward their 
resjective campaigns. President Shaffer, 
of the Amalgamated association, leaves 
tomorrow for Wheeling, where he is to 
address the strikers. 

The number of men out as a result of 
the general order is now roughly esti- 
mated at 16,000, and on the three orders at 
62,000. Many strikers have found work 
in independent mills or at other occupa- 
tions, and many are idle merely because 
the skilled men are out. 

To Destroy Another Plant. 

According to an authoritative announce- 
ment made today by officials of the Amer- 
ican Sheet Steel Company, the Aestruc- 
tion of another. plant has been ordered by 
the steel corporation as 1 result of the 
refusal of the men to operate it. This 
time it is the Chartiers plant, at Carnegie, 
that is to be dismantled. It is owned by 
the American Sheet Steel Company, ard 
the orders to tear it down went out this 
afternoon. It will be removed to Leech- 
burg, in the Kiskiminetas valley. 

The steel corporation held its ground at

They are 
charging some of the western men with 
toth dishonesty and disloyalty, and ther® 
is a general desirc among members of the 
Amalgamated here for some form of in- 
uiry. 
Phare was no trouble at any of the 
strike centers today, although it was 
anticipated at the points where plants 
‘are being partially operated, and the men 
are wavering on the question of going out. 
Crowds About the Plant. 


Crowds surrounded the Carnegie plants 
here today and the officials finally called 
on the police to clear them away. The 
officials say that the loss of ten men at 
the Lower Union mill can be directly 
traced to the threats of the strikers who 
intercept the men on the way to and 
from work. They make the same com- 
plaint as to Bellaire, Wheeling and Mc- 
Keesport. They say that the strikers 2it 
Riverside went to Bellaire and literally 
bluffed the remaining men into going out. 
They also claim that the same tactics 
gained the strikers the steel workers in 
the National Tube plant at Benwood, and 
also forced out hundreds of loyal em- 
ployees at McKeesport. They say they 
have given up‘ hope of getting protection 
from the local authorities at McKeesport 
and Wheeling, but have given no indica- 
tion that they intend to ask for state aid 
in either Pennsylvania or West Virginia. 

Mayor R. J. Black, of McKeesport, to- 
night gave out the following statement in 
reply to the numerous criticisms of his 
course in not dispersing the crowds of 
strikers at different times during the 
strike: 

“At a time like this in McKeesport, 
when so many men are idle, they are 
bound to come out on the streets anc 
crowd them more than usual, and like 
every other crowd will gather where 
there is excitement. But so far there has 
been little or no disorder and in all cases 
the police have handled the situation ad- 
mirably. There is no more orderly set of 
men in this country than the men who 
are idle in this city today. In the in- 
stance in which the tube company re- 
quested me to send men to disperse the 
crowds, the chief of police was on the 
ground at the time and reported that 
there was no disorder. We cannot order 
a man to go home and stay there when 
he is doing no harm and oniy standing on 
the street. As far asthe tube company is 
concerned, it has taken and appropriated 
to its own use a street of this city to 
which it has no legal right whatever, and 
this is the very street on which it was 
complained that the strikers had congre- 
gated. If I allow a private corporation 
to take up and appropriate to its own use 
a street, how can I consistently refuse a 
private citizen to stand upon it? I do 
not consider talking to non-union work- 
men disorder in any sense and the men 
have a perfect — to attempt all kinds 
of arguments as iong as they do not re- 
sort to positive physical coercion. 

Indigmation Meeting Called, 


A telegram from Youngstown says that 
the furnace workers have decided not to 
strike, but it was decided to organize all 
the furnaces of the two valleys and then 
alltthe furnaces of the country, effecting 
a national organization which shall be 
affliated with the American Federation of 
Labor, 

The strikers at Connellsville have called 
an indignation meeting as a result of the 
threat of the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany to operate its mill non-union or dis- 
mantle it. A dispatch from Wheeling 
says that District Superintendent Carter 
has informed the strikers that Bellaire 
will remain closed down until they are 
hungry, and that if it ever starts again 
it will be run non-union. The same dis- 
patch says that the steel men in the Na- 
tional Tube Works at Riverside are the 
only ones of the 10,000 employed by the 
stee} corporation in the Wheeling dis- 
trict who have not gone out.

STOLEN 


Trophies Won by American Troops 
Have Disappeared. 


SPANIARDS ARE SUSPECTED 


Guns Were Taken to Forest and 
There Destroyed by an 
Explosive. 


Santiago de Cuba, August 13.—Several 
days ago it was discovered that the two 
modern six-inch Spanish guns comprising 
the Punta Gorda battery, which com- 
mands the entrance to the harbor of San- 
tiago, were missing. This battery and the 
guns of the Sacopia battery were the only 
modern cannon employed by the Spanish 
against the United States warships, with 
the exception of those landed from the 
Spanish cruisers. Today the harbor police 
discovered the guns had been carried to 
a forest on the other side of the bay and 
been broken by explosives, ready for ship- 
ment as old metal. 

Several Spanish ships have been search- 
ed by the police, who had expected to 
discover that the guns were being ship- 
ped by the Spaniards to Spain. The sen- 
tries guarding them were removed six 
months ago. It was considered impossi- 
ble to carry off the guns and there was 
no fear of malicious destruction.

BURNING SHIP NOT ROANOKE.

Reinsurance on the Vessel 
Fallen 15 Per Cent. 


San Francisco, August 13.—Reinsurance 
on the American ship Roanoke, now out 
sixty-one days from Norfolk, Va., for San 
Francisco, has fallen to 15 percent. Near- 
ly a month ago a vessel that resembled 
her was sighted on fire and the under- 
writers at once offered 45 per cent to re- 
insure the vessel and cargo. Since then 
it has been almost definitely settled that 
the burning ship was not the Roanoke. 


RACE RIOT AT CAMPGROUND. 


Ohio Whites Are Put to Flight by 
Negroes. 

Jackson, Ohio, August 13.—A bloody 
race riot has occurred at the Big Rock 
colored camp grounds. The presence of 
white persons was resented and when 
one of the latter got into a fight with a 
colored man a general row ensued, in 
which nearly a hundred persons engaged, 
The fight lasted half an hour, when the 
whites were forced to flee from the 
grounds. Beer bottles and clubs were the 
weapons used. More than a dozen per- 
sons were seriously hurt. 


HORSEWHIPPED THREE MEN. 


Mrs. Glass Determined To Protect 
Her Husband’s Busincss. 

Great Falis, Mont.,. August 13.—Three 
representatives of the Clerks’ union were 
horsewhipped today by Mrs. William 
Glass, the wife of the proprietor of a store 
here. 

The president of the Trades and Labor 
council later swore to a complaint charg- 
ing Mrs. Glass with assaulting the men. 
It appears that the store conducted by 
Glass had been declared ‘‘unfair’’ by the 
Clerks’ union for the reason that the 6 
o’clock closing rule has not been ob- 
served. The men horsewhipped had been 
standing near the store distributing cir- 
culars which asked the public not to pat- 
ronize the place.

But They Got Considerable Money 
from Passengers — Dynamite 
Used on Express Car—Gave 
Engineer a Diamond. 
Suspects Arrested. 


Fort Worth, Tex., August 13.—The 
southbound Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
train, No. 3, due here at 6:30 a. m., was 
robbed at Caney switch, Indian Territory, 
at 1:05 o’clock this morning by five mask- 
ed men. The express car was blown open, 
the safe wrecked and the mail sacks 
rifled. All the passengers were robbed of 
their money. -: : 

Caney, the place where the robbery oc- 
curred, is a sidetrack 39 miles north of 
Denison. It is in the Choctaw nation of 
the Indian Territory and the population 
surrounding the station is only 12. The 
train does not stop at Caney except on 
Signal, and the proper signal was given. 
The engineer and fireman were confront- 
ed by two men with faces veiled with 
black netting. About the same time the 
express messenger and the mail clerk 
were communicated with through the 
closed doors of their ear. Three of the 
robbers shot wildly and then the call 
went to the messenger and clerk: 

“Open up here, open up and don’t be too 
slow about it.’’ 


Dynamite Used by Robbers. 


From within came ho response. The 
two men could not be Been.

“Open the door or we will blow it open 
and blow you to hell,”

time the shooting had-awakened the pas- 
sengers. The first intimation that came 
of the “hold up” sent the conductor, 
brakeman and porter back into the train, 
and as they came and called out, “It’s a 
hold up,’’the passengers tried to hide their 
money and valuables. The dynamite blast 
was exploded. It was a small charge and 
was intended more for fright than any- 
thing else. 

A larger blast of dynamite was pre- 
pared and exploded. This did the work. 
It tore the side off the car. The robbers 
leaped through the opening and _ the 
frightened messenger had nothing to do 
but accept their orders. He was over- 
powered and narrowly escaped being torn 
in shreds, as was his car. He was or- 
dered to open the safe, but could not, as 
the combination was at the end of the 
run. 

The robbers then put a charge of dyna- 
mite to the safe and blew it open. They 
demolished the safe, but got only $150, as 
the money had all been left at Muskogee 
to be picked up by the ‘Katy Flyer,’’ 
which runs through the territory by day. 


Every Passenger Robbed. 


The messenger and clerk were forced to 
assist the bandits in their work. Every 
mail pouch was emptied and the mail 
considered valuable by them was taken. 
Then with Postal Clerk Tulley holding an 
empty mail sack, the robbers went 
through the coaches and robbed every 
passenger. They got $280 in one coach. 
A negro who refused to give up his 
money was severely beaten. The pas- 
sengers were compelled to throw their 
valuables into the pouch. 

Superintendent Sam Gaines, of the rail- 
way mail service, says he does not be- 
lieve the robbers got much money out of 
the mail pouches. 

.After the work was done the robbers, 
who seemed to enjoy the situation, sat 
around and laughed over the matter and 
one even went back into a car to get 
something. 

After holding the train two hours the 
robbers left, going east into the dense 
bottom timber for which Caney creek is 
noted. 

The trainmen cut out the wrecked ex- 
press car and ran down to Caney Station 
and advised officers up and down the 
road. Within two hours posses of United 
States marshals with bloodhounds were 
on the trail. 

The express company says that it lost 
nothing and the conductor estimates the 
passengers’ losses at about four hundred 
dollars, not counting the jewelry. The 
robbers gave the engineer, Latham, a dia- 
mond ring and a shirt stud. 

Both safes wee demolished by the ex- 
plosion and the car is a wreck. 


Five Men Arrested fo Robbery. 

Denison, Tex., August 13.—J. B. Davis, 
deputy marshal at Colbert, I. T., arrived 
here tonight from the scene of the rob- 
bery at Caney. 


‘The following men have been arrested 
on the charge of committing the rob- 
bery,”’ said Mr. Davis. “E. C. Richmond, 
Bob Alford, George Brown, John Gibson, 
Tom Edwards and Jack Barr. These men 
were arrested at Caney and taken to 
Atoka this morning. The operator at 
Caney, when he heard the shooting, sus- 
pected the train was being held up and 
put out the light in the depot and tele- 
graphed to Atoka, eleven miles away, for 
officers. Within two hours after the rob- 
bery was committed bloodhounds had 
trailed these men to their homes. We 
found the wet clothing identified by pas- 
sengers as that worn by the robbers. We 
found three masks the men wore and 
found inthe firebox of the cook stove 
when the arrests were made the shoes of 
the men arrested. The tracks were meas- 
ured and fitted the shoes exactly.’ 

This afternoon the men were given a 
hearing in Commisioner Ball's court at 
Atoka and their bonds were fixed at $5,000 
in each case. They could not give the 
bond and were remanded to jail. 

There were two men connected with the 
robbery who rode away on horseback and 
these have not been caught.

GOVERNMENT BEING ROBBED 
OF MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
BY CUSTOM HOUSE THIEVES 
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URIBE IS SLAIN IN BATTLE 


Reported That Revolutionist Was 
Killed July 27. 


FOUGHT FOR VENEZUELANS 


He Was Acting with Troops of Cas- 
tro Against the Colombian 
Invaders. 


New York, August 13.—The Times to- 
morrow will say: 

“According to El Conservador, a semi- 
official newspaper published at Barran- 
Gvilla, Colombia, General Rafael] Uribe- 
Uribe was killed at San Cristobal, Vene- 
zuela, on July 27, while fighting with the 
Venezuelan troops against the Colombian 
invaders 

“El Conservador’s authority for this re- 
port is a message sent by Genera] Igua- 
ran, in charge of the Colombian govern- 
ment forces at Rio Hocha. to the com- 
mander-in-chief at Barranquilla. The Co- 
lombians engaged in the fight at San 
Cristobal were led by Dr. Rangel Carbiras, 

‘Much excitement’ was caused umong 
Colombians here by the report. The 
friends of General Uribe consiier it sig- 
nificant that the Colombian government 
has not sent the news by cable to its rep- 
resentatives, for the Colombian consulate 
here has not been officially notified. 
While there is nothing definite on which 
to base a denial of the report, the generais 
discredit it on the ground that several 
times during the rebellion a year ago 
General Uribe was declared killed in bat- 
tle. 

“No direct news has been received from 
General Uribe since June 15, when it is 
said he sailed from this city to Vene- 
zuela. Colombian officials said that he 
went there to secure aid from President 
Castro in the shape of arms and ammu- 
nition to continue the rebellion. Since 
then Dr. A. J. Estrepo, the diplomatic 
representative of the insurgents, has re- 
celved indirect information that General 
Uribe reached Colombia safely and is 
fighting at the head of 16,000 men, 

Direct news from General Uribe was 
expected a week ago, but it did not come. 
His friemis were disappointed again to- 
day when the steamer Zulla arrived 
without bringing a letter from him. Dr. 
Estrepo said tonight that he did not be- 
lieve the report of General Uribe'’s death 
and hopes to be in a position to give posi- 
tive evidence in a day or two that he is

CONGRESSMAN CONRY IS CUT 


He Is Stabbed ina Free Fight in 
Front of New York 
Hotel. 


New York, August 13.—A fight which 
resulted in the stabbing of two men oc- 
curred in front of the Gilsey house early 
today. The police can give very little in- 
formation about the rumor that led up to 
it, and no arrests were made. 

From what could be learned at the ho- 
tel, three men said to be Boston politi- 
cians and whose names the police give 
as Joseph A. Conry, Patrick Bowen and 
Joseph J. Northen, started the fight. The 
wallpaper manufacturers’ convention is 
being held at the Gilsey house and a 
number of delegates were standing in 
front of the doorway when three men 
crossed Broadway to enter the hotel. 
Conry, it is asserted, had some words 
with the wallpaper. men and in a mo- 
ment a lively fight was in progress. Wil- 
liam F. Francis, also said to be a wall- 
paper manufacturer, was attracted to the 
scene from a nearby restaurant and went 
to the aid of his friends. 

Conry received a wound in the back and 
Francis was wounded in the thigh. The 
wounds of the injured men were dressed, 
and they said they would make no com- 
plaint even if the police succeeded in 
finding the man who did the stabbing. 


EXCLUSION LAW IS EVADED. 


Chinamen Are Smuggled Into United 
States by Wholesale. 

Santa Barbara, Cal., August 13.—Dis- 
coveries have just been made which are 
believed to establish conclusively that 
wholesale smuggling of Chinese from 
British Columbia into the United States 
through Santa Barbara has been carried 
on. The revenue officials were notified 
several weeks ago and for three weeks 
the revenue cutter McCulloch has been 
cruising in the waters of Santa Barbara 
channel in search of evidence. She smug- 
gling scheme is outlined as follows: 

Lumber-laden vessels leave Puget 
sound for southern California points, and 
after getting weil out to sea run over to 
Vancouver and pick up Chinese, which 
are ostensibly shipped as part of the 
crew. Some of these vessels put into Port 
Harford, San Pedro and other ports with 
crews more than twice as large as neces- 
sary. When sailing for the north the 
crews consist almiost exclusively of white 
sailors. 

Another method adopted is the landing 
of Chinese on .one of the islands in the 
channel. They are brought to Santa Bar- 
bara as Abilene fishermen. Just what 
discoveries have been made by the offi- 
cers on the revenue cutter are.not known, 
but they have been placed in possession 
of important information by the local of- 
ficers and are now following up clews 
furnished by the agents. It is said that 
the evidence obtained shows that opium 
has also been smuggled into southern 
California ports.

Of Silk 


LARGE BRIDES ARE PAID 
BY IMPORTING HOUSES 


One Government Official Said To 
Have Received $8,000 a Year 
for Undervaluing Goods. 

A Searching Examina- 
tion Ordered. 


New York, August 13.—Appraiser Wake. 
man said today that he had ealled in 
the goods of a number of silk importing 
hcuses, and was making an examina- 
tion to see whether the goods had been 
properly appraised. This is because of a 
belief that certain examiners in the em- 
ploy of the government have been mak- 
ing large sums of money from the im- 
porters by passing Japanese silks with 
under, valuations. If the under valua- 
tion and under weighing have been prac- 
ticed steadily, alleged, the govern- 
ment has been defrauded of large sums 
of money. One examiner is alleged to 
have received $8,000 a year from silk im- 
porting firms, another was sent to Eu- 
rope, and another had come into pos- 
session of valuable real estate. 

Appraiser Wakeman received a message 
from Examiner Charles C. Brown during 
the day stating that he had telegraphed 
to the secretary of the treasury asking 
that he be relleved from duty pending an 
investigation of the charges. Until a 
short time ago Mr. Brown had charge of 
the examining room in the silk division at 
the public stores. He was recently trans- 
ferred to other work.

“About two weeks ago a gentleman

They also stated that large 
invoices of Japanese silks were then on 
their way to New York, consigned to 
these firms, and that they were daily 
expected to arrive. I told them that it 
was of the highest importance that they 
give me the names of the firms they 
charged with fraud in connection with 
these importations, and asked them to 
put their statement in writing. 


Willing To Investigate. 


that if they woulda 
give me a single definite fact or anv 
information upon which I might act I 
would start an investigation at onee and 
that a letter to the appraiser embodying 
their statement would be in his hands 
the following morning. They went away 
saying that they would write out their 
statement and would shortly return. They 
did return in the afternoon, but stated it 
would be necessary for them to go back 
to New York, as they had found that 
they did not have sufficient data with 
them upon which to base a specific state- 
ment of facts. I told them that, as they 
were to return to New York, I very much 
wished they would call on Appraiser 
Wakeman the next morning and lay 
their facts before him, and that I had 
no doubt he would give the matter 
prompt attention.

BLACKMAILERS ON 


Evidence Sought as to the Corruption 
in New York. 


New York, August 13.—Justice Jerome 
and officials attached to the district at- 
torney's office held a judicial inquiry to- 
day concerning the charges that police of- 
ficials have been accepting bribes from 
keepers of illegal resorts. Some twenty 
persons had been summoned to give tes- 
timony, among them Captain Watson A. 
Vredenburgh, of the Oak street police 
station. 

Captain Vredenburgh’s examination 
lasted during the afternoon and was ad- 
journed and taken up again several times, 
Once he left the building in company with 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan. They 
came back in a few minutes, bringing 
with them Peter Delacy, proprietor, and 
three assistants in an alleged pool room 
on Park row which Frank Moss alleges 
was tipped off by Captain Vredenburgh 
Friday night when the trap which has 
caused such a sensation was sprung. 

When the session adjourned Justice Je- 
rome was asked if anything had developed 
so far which led to the discredit of 
Whitney's testimony or its corroboration.

TEXT OF THE DECISION 
CASE AT MOUKT ART 


gudge Decides That the City of 
Macon Has Violated Constitu- 
tional Rights of Complain- 
ant and Sustains Their 
Appeal to His Court. 


Mount Airy, Ga., August 13.—(Special.) 
Judge Speer, this afternoon, rendered 
his opinion in the important case in- 
volving the contest over railway terminals 
fn Macon, which was argued yesterday 
between the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company on the one hand, the mayor and 
council of the city of Macon, and the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah Railroad 
Company on the other. After stat- 
ing the case and the contentions of the 
parties the opinion, in part, is as fol- 
lows: 

“For the purpose of this hearing, the 
court does not deem it neces:firy or proper 
to make inquiry beyond this: ‘Has the 
mayor and council of the city of Macon, 
because of its conduct described in the 
bill and proven in the evidence, violated 
a right of the complainant secured to it 
by the provision above quoted from the 
fourteenth amendment of the constitution 
of the United States?’ It is incontestable 
that the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, and its predecessors in such title, 
as it has, had been long in the lawfully 
acquired possession of the terminal prop- 
erties in dispute, and which had been 
originally granted from the public domain 
of the city of Macon. It is equally in- 
éontestable that it was, at the time of the 
‘occurrences denounced by the complain- 
ant’s bill, in possession under a claim of 
right. Such possession and such claim 
of right, whether fully sustainable upon 
legal grounds or not, constitute property 
rights of which the complainant cannot 
‘be deprived as long as it chooses to 
maintain them, save by the customary 
judicial proceedings; in other words, by 
‘due process of law.’ 

“There is no room for dispute about the 
facts stated, or about the conclusion from 
the consideration of the facts, and the 
consideration of the law. As to the facts, 
the mayor and council of the city of 
giacon are condemned by their own of- 
ficial action. Its contracts with the pre- 
decessors of the complainant named—the 
Macon and Northern Railroad Company 
and the Macon and Augusta Railroad 
Company—are in evidence before the 
court. They unquestionably grant the 
premises in dispute, with certain limita- 
tions, however, imposing duties upon 
these railroad companies, which duties, 
if not performed, are intended to result 
in a forfeiture. The resolutions of the 
city council recognize that these terminal 
facilities were heretofore granted. Take, 
for instance, the initial language of the 
ordinance of July 30, 1901. It recites: 

“Whereas, heretofore to-wit: On or 
about the ist day of February, 1866, the 
mayor and council of the city of Ma- 
con, made @ertain grants of right of 
way and termina! facilities in the city of 
Macon to the Macon and Augusta Railway 
Company—formerly the Milledgeville Rail- 
road Company—and at a council meeting 
held on or about December 31, 1885, and 
subsequent to that time on March 19, 
1886, granted ta the Covington and Macon 
Railroad Company certain rights of way 
and land for terminal facilities in the 
city of Macon.’ 

‘It is true that the subsequent clauses 
of the same resolution state that these 
rights thus granted have either been di- 
vested from the grantees and their 
successor, by litigation or by forfeiture, 
but it is thus been that the city itself, 
even in the ordinance by which the wrong 
and injury complained of has been done, 
clearly recognizes the original’ title of the 
complainant. It is true, that, in subse- 
quent clauses of the same resolution, it 
denies that this title longer exists and 
claims title in itself and, as we shall see, 
takes possession by force and arms. 

“Thus the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company is deprived of properties to 


which it claims title; properties long in 
its occupancy and control, and in the 
occupanoy and control of its predecessors, 
and is as clearly deducible from the fore- 
going, deprived of this property without 
due process of law. In its controversies 
with another party, which involve proper- 
ty rights of this general character, the 
city of Macon, in contemplation of law, 
has the right of its own motion to exer- 
cise no more power than would a private 
individual claiming title to land possessed 
under a claim of right by another. If 
A should grant to B a bot of land*‘upon 
certain conditions definitely set out in the 
deed: if B was aNowed to take and hold 
possession under claim of right, and if 
a controversy should arise between A 
and B as to whether the conditions had 
been complied with, and whether A’s for- 
feiture for a failure to comply had re- 
sulted. A would have no authority to de- 
clare that B had forfeited the land. His 
declaration to that end, like the resolu- 
tion of the mayor and council of the city 
of Macon here, would be @ mere brutum 
fulmen. He would have less right to go 
in upon the lands, and with force and 
arms, throw B out and take possession 
himself. No civilized community could 
long survive if such methods on the part 
of its citizens or subjects were tolerated. 
Bach man would be a judge in his own 
case. Not only would he be judge, but 
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he would also be executioner to carry his 
conclusion into effectiveness. If prac- 
ticed between individuals, how prepos- 
terous would such methods seem to men 
accustomed to the enjoyment of those 
benefits which flow from the orderly ad- 
ministration of justice. If such methods 
were the rule and not the exception, the 
reigu of law would cease and society 
would revert to the condition of those 
semi-barbarous times whien the rule was, 

Let him take who has the power and 
let him keep who can.’ If such practices 
would be destructive to social order on 
the part of the individual, how dangerous 
do they become when exercised by a gov- 
ernment which has and exerts authority 
to draw to its support and potentiality all 
the individuals under its control. If not 
protected by law, the property of the cit- 
izen is at its mercy. The rights of the 
individual are dependent upon the will of 
those in power and the enjoyment of lib- 
erty which is nothing more than the as- 
Sured consciousness of security in the en- 
joyment of individual rights, will no long- 
er exist. 

“The great men who framed the con- 
stitution of the United States were fa- 
miliar with innumerable and baleful] in- 
Stances. Not only property and liberty, 
but life itself had been destroyed by the 
exercise of arbitrary power. In many 
familiar clauses of that great instrument 
they sought to guard the people of this 
country against the recurrence of such 
wrongs. It was, however, believed by 
many of our thoughtful countrymen of 
that day that the original draft of the 
constitution contained no such guaran- 
tees against the exercise of arbitrary 
power as were required for the protec- 
tion of the citizen. The people were 
alarmed on this account. Thus it was 
that the fifth amendment to the consti- 
tution. proposed by Madison, one of the 
framers of the original instrument, was 
recommended to the states by the first 
congress and adopted soon thereafter, 
contained the provision that ‘no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law.’ This 
inhibition, how@ver, related to the action 
of the general government. There was 
no adequate restriction on the power of 
the states in this resnect until the adop- 
tion-of the fourteenth amendment, which, 
as we have seen, provides, ‘nor shall] any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without du®@ process of law.’ 
‘This amendment,’ says Justice Brown in 
Holden v. Hardy, 169 U. S., 282, ‘largely 
extended the power of the federal courts 
and congress and for the first time au- 
thorized the former to declare invalid 
the laws and judicial decisions of the 
States abridging the rights of citizens or 
denying them the benefit of due process 
of law.’ What is due process of law? 
said the supreme court in Holden v. Har- 
dy. Supra, due process of law implies 
at least a conformity with natural and 
inherent principles of justice and forbids 
that one man’s right of property shall 
be taken for the benefit of another. or 
the benefit of the state, without compen- 
sation, and that no one shall be condemn- 
ed in his person or property without an 
opportunity of being heard in his own 
defense.’ ”’ 

Here the judge cites several decisions 
from the supreme court and circuit court 
of appeals Supporting his views. The 
principles established by the authorities 
are that a railroad corporation is a per- 
son within the meaning of the fourteenth 
amendment that the exercise by a city of 
its power assuming to declare a forfeiture 
of a contract previously made with a 
railroad company and taking possession 


of its property by the use of its police, is 
a threatened violation of the constitu- 


tional rights of the company ‘which a fed- 
eral court has jurisdiction to restrain by 
injunction. The principal authority 
seems to be the Iron Mountain Railroad 
Company of Memphis against the City 
of Memphis (9 Federal] Reports, page 113), 
decision by Judge Taft, in the circuit 
court of appeals for the sixth circuit. 

The concluding pages of the opinion are 
as follows: 

“Did the city of Macon dispossess the 
Central by force?” This is also incontest- 
able. The resolution threatened not only 
the use of a policeman, but of the “‘en- 
tire police force.’’ The ordinary business 
of the complainant was stopped. Its lo- 
comotive engineer was arrested. Placards 
were posted stating that the city had 
taken posséssion. But this is not all. On 
the complaint of the merchants and 
manufacturers of Macon, whose business 
was interfered with and who protested, 
the chief magistrate of the city issued 
the manifesto following: 

*“*Macon, Ga., August 1, 1901.—To the 
watchman in charge of the property 
taken from the possession of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, the Geor- 
gia Railroad Company and the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company: You 
will not interfere with the delivery of 
cars from and to Jaques & Tinsley, Eng- 
lish & Johnston, Hayes & Mansfield side 
tracks by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, the Central of Georgia, the Georgia 
Railroad Company or the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah Railroad Company until 
further orders. 

**BRIDGES SMITH, Mayor.’ 

“It will be ‘observed that this is ad- 
dressed by the mayor to the watchman 
of the city in charge of property taken 
from possession of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company and others and is be- 
sides a direct exercise of control over the 
operations of the railway company on 
these tracks. The service to certain cus- 
tomers is permitted. It is logically in- 
ferrable that service to others is ex- 
cluded, but even here the mayor re- 
serves the exercise of control for the in- 
dulgence granted is effective. ‘Until fur- 
ther orders.’ Such orders must, of 
course, emanate from the mayor himself. 
Further discussion is needless. The duty 
of the court is obvious. 

“The injunction granted will be made 
permanent until the final hearing, 
when, since the court now has jurisdic- 
tion, the disputed question of title can 
be settled after both parties have enjoy- 
s ee salutary privilege of due process 
of law.”’ 


KILLING IN IRWIN COUNTY. 


Dr. Wiley Fussela Shot Dead by Mr, 
Brantley. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., August 13.—(Special.)— 
One of the most cold-blooded murders in 
the history of Irwin county took place 
yesterday about ten miles east of Fitz- 
gerald, in which Dr. Wiley Fussell, one of 
the best known men in the county, was 
shot and killed by a white man by the 
name of Brantley, who met him in the 
public road and told him he was there to 
kill him, and immediately put a double 
barrel shotgun to his shoulder and blazed 
away, the shot taking effect in the doc- 
tor’s head. He died instantly. After the 
killing Brantley got in his buggy and 
drove off and is supposed to be in hiding 
in the big cypress swamps on the Ocmul- 
gee river. It is reported the trouble is of 
two years’ erent when it is said Dr. 
Fussell] won the wife of Brantley’s broth- 
er. More trouble is looked for, as Fussell 
is well connected.

GUERRY* ON hy CAMPAIGN 


He Spoke to a Large Crowd at Fort 
Gaines Yesterday. 


HE DISCUSSED PROHIBITION 


During His Speech He Made No Al- 
lusion to His Candidacy for 
the Governorship. 


Fort Gaines, Ga., August 13.—(Special.)— 
A large audience of citizens, incl@ding 
many ladies, assembled in Coleman hall 
at 11 o’clock this forenoon to hear an ad- 
dress from Hon. Dupont Guerry on pro- 
hibition. He was introduced by Rev. M. 
A. Jenkins in a short but felicitous 
speech which brought down the house. 

Colonel Guerry began by paying tribute 
to the ladies present, declaring where 
women are you will find faith and virtue. 
He refuted the claim that prohibition 
was undemocratic, declaring that Jeffer- 
son was a prohibitionist, and quoted from 
some of his utterances in 1802, asserting 
that the greatest democrat that ever ex- 
isted was a prohibitionist. He derfged 
that prohibition was not sumptuary, but 
a law to protect the people by proper 
police regulations and that the supreme 
court of the United States had decided 
that the control of liquor was legal and 
right. | 

He made a pathetic appeal for justice to 
the women, asserting that they did much 
to support the families, but more often 
drunken husbands, and were defrauded 
out of just rights for themselves and 
children. He asserted that all taxes on 
liquor in state and counties came out of 
the people of the county and of the state, 
and that the people are paying in all the 
counties that a few men in the cities may 
be made rich. 

In replying to the claim: that prohibi- 
tion does not prohibit, he stated that the 
laws against theft does not prevent some 
stealing; that there are stringent laws 
against murder, but red-handed murderers 
still stalk in the land. “Shall we abolish 
these laws because crimes are still com- 
mitted?’’ The Ten Commandments are of- 
ten violated, but don’t let us abolish 
them. He stated that the government 
should have prohibition to keep the gov- 
ernment itself pure; that we will never 
have fair elections and pure legislation in 
Georgia until we abolish the iquor traf- 
fic. ; 

‘“‘A man that will steal a vote will steal 
anything that he wants as much. Whisky 
lobbyists crowd the legislature we have 
in Georgia; such combinations that fair 
legislation cannot be had. If we want 
pure legislation we must get rid of liquor. 
The traffic has been driven out of the 
country, but is flourishing in the cities. 
The spirit of compromise is ruining the 
country. In this great question of legis- 
lation we should have some concern for 
those who can not vote. Women are ig- 
norant in the ballot, but it was expected 
that men would protect women first and 
then themselves.”’ 

Colonel Guerry, during his speech of an 
hour or more, made no allusion to his 
candidacy for governor. 


BOLD ROBBERY AT BRUNSWICK 


Two Negroes Enter House of Robert 
Shriver. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 13.—(Special.)— 
The boldest robbery that has ever been 
recorded in or around Brunswick occurred 
about 9 o’clock this morning when two 
negroes entered the home of Robert 
Shriver, near Palmetto cemetery, and 
carried away everything obtainable, Mr. 
Shrivér was at work in his field and saw 
the two negroes enter the house. Not 
having any weapon on his person he has- 
tened to his nearest neighbor and secured 
a shotgun. Returning he met one of the 
negroes and a duel followed. The negro 
fired the first shot and the bullet passed 
through the brim of Shriver’s hat. He re- 
turned the fire and emptied a load of bird 
shot in the negro’s face, but did not se- 
riously injure him. Only one barrel of 
the gun being loaded, Mr. Shriver was at 
the mercy of the negro, who, with a pistol 
pointing in the white man’s face, de- 
manded him to give up his gun, which he 
of course did. The negro then got two 
suits of clothes and several articles which 
he secured in the house and made for 
the nearby woods. The other negro made 
his escape while the fight was in progress. 
Shriver at once came to the city and re- 
ported the case to the police, who im- 
mediately began work on the case, and 
every house near where the robbery oc- 
curred is being searched, as the negro Is 
probably too badly wounded to go very 
far from the scene.

Gunnell 
left his wife with Barton while he went 
on a business errand a little farther up 
the street. They had all three been en- 
gaged in shopping together during the 
evening. When Gunnell returned, his 
wife was gone. The police were notified. 
At about midnight last night Mrs. Gun- 
nell and Barton were found locked in 
an upstairs room in .the business sec- 
tion of the city. They were arrested. 
Gunnell refused to swear out any war- 
rant against his wife or to have any- 
thing to do with her. Barton has taken 
her to his home in Hartwell. The par- 
tles are well known about here and con- 
siderable excitement has been caused 
by the incident.

INJUNCTION WAS 


Latest Move in Wilcox County Court 
House Squabble. 

Abbeville Ga.. August 13.—(Special.)— 
The court house removal question in this 
county has sprung up in a different phase. 
At the last meeting of the county com- 
missioners, all of whom are in favor of 
removing the court house to Rochelle, 
Attorney J. H. Martin, of Hawkinsville, 
met with them. He stated that he had 
been employed to move the court hous, 
and that he would proceed under the act 
of 1857 creating the county, and also a 
subsequent law passed in 1879 providing 
that the county site should be located at 
some central and convenient point. 

Upon this declaration the commission- 
ers ordered that the county site be re- 
moved from Abbeville to Rochelle, and 
so published the order. Upon the pub- 
lication of this order the anti-removal 
faction, through their attorneys, Eldridge 
Cutts and J. L. Bankston, brought out 
an injunction against the commission- 
ers, restraining them from removing or 
taking further steps whatever looking to- 
ward the removal of the county site. They 
set forth in their petition that Abbe- 
ville has been the county site for more 
than forty years and had so been recog- 
nized by all courts of the state and the 
general assembly. They also attacked 
the constitutionality of the law that they 
are proceeding under, declaring the con- 
stitution of 1877 provided the method of 
removing court houses. 

Judge D. M. Roberts granted the in- 
junction and set August 28 as the date 
for a hearing.

ESTILL OFFERED. 


AID TO TURNER 


Agreed To Give Him Full Sup- 
port if He Would Run 


TURNER DECLINED 10 SAY 


Thereupon Colonel Estill Issued His 
Formal Announcement — Tur- 
ner’s Friends Thought Party 
Divided and Wants 
Him !n the Race. 


Quitman, Ga., August 13.—(Special.)— 
Since the publication of the statement of 
Hon. Henry G. Turner indicating the 
probability of his entering the race for 
governor, there has been considerable 
discussion here of the chances of south 
Georgia for representation in the guber- 
natorial chair in the event that both Col- 
onel Estill and Captain Turner are can- 
didates. 

The fear is expressed that there will be 
a widening of the little breach already 
made between Colonel Estill and Captain 
Turner, and that this may prove détri- 
mental to the interests of this section. 

Gradually the facts of the recent inter- 
view between Colonel Estill and Captain 
Turner are coming out and they form an 
interesting topic of discussion. It is well 
known that Colonel Estill was here a lit- 
tle more than two weeks ago, and that 
he came for the purpose of having an in- 
terview with Captain Turner relating to 
the governorship. Much secrecy was 
maintained about the matter at the time, 
and neither of the gentlemen interested 
would say anything of the conversation 
that took place between them. 

Now it is known, however, that Colonel] 
Estill came to Quitman just a few days 
before he made formal announcement of 
his candidacy, that he came to learn Cap- 
tain Turner’s intentions with regard to 
the race and that he put the question to 
him point blank as to what he intended 
to do. 

“IT came here,’’ Colonel Estill is reported 
to have said, ‘“‘to ask you, Captain Tur- 
ner, whether it is your intention to make 
the race for governor. If you intend to 
run, and will so inform me now, and you 
may do so without making any public an- 
nouncement until you see fit to do so, I 
will not enter the race, but will give you 
the support of myself and of The Savan- 
nah Morning News.”’ 

The foregoing is said to be, in sub- 
stance, what Colonel Estill said to Cap- 
tain Turner. Captain Turner, it is said, 
did not reply at once, but referred to the 
fact that he had received numerous let- 
ters from friends urging him to make the 
race, and said in substance: 

‘The party in Georgia is, I understand, 
divided, and many of my friends have 
| had the kindness to say they believed 
that my candidacy could reunite it and 
bring the somewhat discordant elements 
together.”’ 

“I do not think there is any division in 
the party; it seems to stand pretty well 
together,’’ Colonel Estill is reported to 
have said. The conversation went into 
many other details relating to the situa- 
tion, and Colonel Estill finally renewed 
his first query as to whether Captain 
Turner would let him know that he would 
be in the race, in which event Colonel 
Estill would give him his full and free 
support. 

Captain Turner finally replied that he 
would not say at that time whether he 
would enter the race or not; that while 
he deprecated anything that should arise 
to disturb the long friendship between 
himself and Colonel Estill, he felt it was 
his duty to his friends to take the matter 
under consideration, and answer them at 
the proper time as the circumstances 
warranted. 

“In that case,’ said Colonel Estill, “I 
shall at once make formal announcement 
of my candidacy. I presume, of course, 
under the circumstances, you will relieve 
me of any political obligation toward 
you?” 

“Most certainly,’’ Captain Turner re- 
plied, and that practically ended the in- 
terview. Within a day or two after Colo- 
nel Estill left here to return to Savannah 
his formal announcement appeared in the 
press of the state. 

Captain Turner is still in correspond- 
ence with friends and it is said he is re- 
ceiving suggestions every day from new 
sources that he go into the campaign.

Montgomery, Ala., August 13.—(Special.) 
Nothing was accomplished in the consti- 
tutional convention today except to de- 
stroy the recent Hvely hope of an early 
adjournment; yet it was one of the live- 
liest days of the session. It opened with 
only 61 members present and the sergeant 
at arms had to be sent out for recreant 
delegates. The necessary 17 were brought 
in and promised to attend hereafter. Then 
the fight opened up on a motion to recon- 
sider the judiciary article which contain- 
ed the clause abolishing the circuit so- 
licitors and creating county solicitors 
instead. The debate was hot and grew 
rather personal. 

J. B. Graham is the floor champion of 
the county solicitor programme and the

of solicitors. He retorted on his oppo- 
nents that some of them were already 
circuit solicitors and more of them can- 
didates for the job next time. One of the 
arguments of his opponents he character- 
ized as an insult to the convention, and 
Mr. Opp wanted to krow if he meant to 
be personal ani accuse him of insulting 
the convention. 

When the vote was finally reached re- 
consideration carried by four majority. 

An unprecedented parliamentary gitua- 
tion then developed which cut the so- 
licitors out of the fruits of their victory.

REFERRED TO A REFERENDUM 


President Lynch, of International 
Typographical Union, Com- 
pletes Committees. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 13.—The In- 
ternational Typographical convention by 
a vote of & to 76 submitted to a referen- 
dum vote the preamble of the proposition 
allowing thestereotypers and electrotypers 
complete autonomy and to control, char- 
; ter and organize members of their craft. 
Details of the plan of separation were not 
discussed and will be allowed to rest until 
the preamble is acted upon by local 
unions. Both branches of the printing 
trade are claiming a victory and a spirited 
debate ensued before the vote was taken 
up. 

During the afternoon Frederick Driscoll, 
commissioner of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, addressed the In- 
ternational Typographical Union conven- 
tion in behalf of the newspaper publish- 
ers. He congratulated the delegates upon 
the establishment of the principle of ar- 
bitration in settling differences arising un- 
der contracts between the pub‘ishers :nd 
their employees. He advocated the fur- 
ther extension of the same principle to 
all matters of differences which might 
otherwise arise, especially referring to 
the periods covering the termination of 
old contracts and the execution of new 
agreements. He asked for the addition of 
several amendments to the general laws 
of the union tending to improve the mu- 
tual relations of the employer and the 
employed. He referred to the fact that 
no strike or serious labor disturbance had 
occurred during the past year in the of- 
fices of the publishers connected with the 
association. The address was heard with 
close attention on the part of the dele- 
gates and the sentiments expressed were 
loudly app!auded from the platform. 

President Lynch completed the appoint- 
ment of the standing committees. The 
president then submitted a supplementary 
report giving all the correspondence re- 
lating to the joint ownership of the label, 
as well as the opinion of the attorney of 
the International Typographical Union to 
the effect a joint ownership of the label 
is a legal tmpossibility. In view of recent 
criticisms of the affairs of the printers’ 
home at Colorado Springs, made by a 
craft paper trustee, Thomas McCafferty 
asked for an investigation, which request 
was submitted by President Lynch in his 
suppleaientary report. 

Regatiing finances, President Lynch 
reported that the revenue of the inter- 
national union is again inadequate. 

The remainder of his report was devoted 
to explanation of local labor troubles in 
various localities. The convention then 
took up tne report of the laws committee, 
proposition No. 1, looking to the practical 
separation of the stereotypers and electro- 
typers from the International Typograph- 
ical Union being considered. The commit- 
tee had made no recommendation on che 
proposition and a long debate followed. 
The proposition provides for complete au- 
tonomy of the stereotypers and electro- 
typers trade district union, who are to 
control, regulate, charter and hereafter 
organize all stereotypéfs and electrotypers 


and those employed in their respective 
districts. 


HUNTSVILLE MURDER TRIAL. 


W. F. Brown Charged with Murder 
of Will Mason. 


Huntsville, Ala., August 13.—(Special.) 
The trial of W. F. Brown for the mur- 
der of his partner, Will Mason, is in 
progress in the circuit court. The trial is 
attracting a great deal of attention and 
the courtroom is crowded at all sessions 
of¢ the court. Brown makes a plea of 
self-defense, while the prosecution 
charges that the shot which killed Mason 
was fired from behind. The killing oc- 
curred in the Mason & Brown paint shop 
and there were no witnesses to the ac- 
tual shooting. Dr. H. D. Westmoreland, 
who attended Mason, gives an expert 
opinion that the shot was fired from be- 
hind and other witnesses for the state 
testified that Brown had threatened Ma- 
son’s life. The defense asserts that Tom 
Mason, Sr., father of the deceased, offer- 
ed Miss Scroggins, one of the strong 
witnesses for the defense, $50 to Leave 
the city and not appear at the trial.

THE CONVENTION AT NORFOLK 


Montague’s Nomination Will Be 
Made Unanimous on Motion of 


Swanson, His Opponent.

State Senator Barksdale, who will be 
temporary chairman of the convention, 
in his speech tomorrow will say of Bryan 
and free silver’ 

“Twice we have followed a great man 
to a great defeat, but democracy is not 
the party of one man or of one idea. We 
are not contracted by any ‘pent up Utica.’ 
In the democratic temple of fame. which 
isthe hearts of the people. alongside men 
like Jefferson, Andrew Jackson, Sam- 
uel J. Tilden and others of the democ- 
racy We will place the équally great Ne- 
braskan, and in the memories of our past 
glorious record free silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 will have an abiding place as an- 
other cause nobly fought and hopelessly 
lost.’’ 

An effort will probably be made to have 
these sentiments embraced in the plat- 
form of the convention. It is stated, how- 
ever, that the convention is not likely 
to take such action.

Seventy-Five Horses and Mules Die 
of the Disease in One County. 
Raleigh. N. C.. August 13.—(Special.)— 

The agricultural department is advised 

of an outbreak of blind staggers at Fair- 

field, Hvde county, which in the past few 
days has killed 75 horses and mules.

REBEL BANNERS 
ON EVERY HAND 


Washington Advised That Co- 
lombian Revolution Spreads, 


OFFICERS = ARE —KIDNAPED 


Raids Are Being Made Along Line 
of the Panama Railroad, but So 
Far Traffic Is Said To Be 
Unhindered by the 
Revolution. 


Washington, August 13.—The state de- 
partment today reCteived mail advices from 
different quarters in Colombia, all show- 
ing revolutionary movements in progress, 
and a rather serious conditi#n of affairs. 
Both termini of the Panama railway route 
were heard from; Consul General Gudger 
writing from Panama as to a revolution- 
ary attack on nearby towns and Consul 
Malmros, at Colon, reporting that guer- 
rilla fighting has been going on at dif- 
ferent points between Colon and Panama. 
At the same time Minister Hart wrote 
from the capital of Colombia as to the ar- 
rest and imprisonment of prominent ad- 
herents of the former president, Dr. San 
Clemente. as they were suspected of seek- 
ing to have the nationalist organization 
unite with the liberals, who are said to be 
showing increesied strength and activity, 
in the revolutionary movement. 


Rebels Are Raiding. 


Although these letters have taken some 
time to come forward, yet they: give the 
state department about the best and the 
only definite information which is at hand 
as to the condition of affairs. 

Mr. Gudger’s letter speaks of a revolu- 
tionary raid on the 26th and 27th of July, 
in which an alealde and several police- 
men were made prisoners and sont* arms 
and provisions taken. This is not the hold- 
ing up of the train at Matachin, reported 
by him by cable, as that happened later, 
and did not result in any looting. 

The navy department receive word to- 
day of the departure of the Iowa from 
Puget sound for San Francisco, whence 
she will go to Panama if her services are 
required there. 

Lieutenant Commander Nathan Sar- 
gent will remain in command of the Ma- 
chias, which is expected to sail for Pana- 
ma in a day or two. Much reliance is 
placed upon the tact and good judgment 
of this officer by the navy and state de- 
partments. He was in contmand of the 
Scorpion at La Guayra during the trou- 
ble in Venezuela some time ago, and ac- 
quitted himself with much credit. He is 
thoroughly familiar with South American 


affairs. 
Traffic Continues Unhindered. 


New York, August 13.—Senor Arturo de 
Brigard, consul general of Colombia in 
this city, has reteived the following 
cable dispatch from Acting Governor 
Aristides Arjona, of Panama: 

“Traffic continues unhindered. Preda- 
tory warfare carried on around railroad 
has produced no alarm. General situa- 
tion is satisfactory.” 

The railroad referred to in this mes- 
sage is that owned by the Panama Rali- 
road Company, for the protection of 
which President J. Edward Simmons has 
asked this government to send a warship. 

Consul General de Brigard character- 
ized as untrue the assertion by the revo- 
lutionists that they have 8,000 men under 
arms in the department of Panama, 

“It is also untrue,” he said, ‘“‘that the 
government has done nothing to conciliate 
the liberals. The president has issued 
several decrees guaranteeing: freedom. 

“The government does not, as has been 
stated, persecute the families of the revo- 
lutionists. In short, the family of Gen- 
eral Uribe is in Bogota now enjoying the 
same privileges as mine would were they 
there.’’ 

Ihe steamer Alene has just arrived from 
Savinalla and Cartengea. One of the offi- 
cers said: 

‘Very little news is permitted to get 
out, although it is known on the coast 
that some desperate fighting has recently 
taken place in the interior.”’

Asserts That a Man Car Believe in 
Subsidies Without Being a 
Republican. 


Norfolk, Va.. August 13.—Senator Mc- 
Laurin, of South Carolina, passed through 
Norfolk today with his wife and child 
on his way to the Pan-American expo- 
sition. He talked with several demo- 
cratic leaders here for the state conven- 
tion which will discuss the general pri- 
mary plan for the election of sena- 
tors. 

To the Associated Press representative 
he made the following statement: 

“For many. years the campaigns in 
South Carolina have been in the nature 
of personal abuse between candidates. 
The present campaign is the first one 
in which an issue is at stake. My series 
of speeches, which were begun last April, 
have started the people to thinking and 
they have become aroused. Senator Till- 
man has answered my arguments by 
heaping personal abuse upon me. He 
threatened to go out among the mill 
operators and arouse them against the 
mill owners if I continued urging the 
expansion policy and the carrying of 
American products in American bottoms. 
Expansion is not imperialism; the first 
is a business, the other a matter of poll- 
tics. It is foolishness for anybody to 
claim that 2 man cannot believe in ship 
subsidy, the carrying of American ex- 
ports In American hottoms, and expansion 
without being a republican. I! am going 
into the primaries in South Carolina next 
fall and I expect to defeat Senator Till- 
man.’’

PUSHING FIGHT ON COMBINE. 


Ohio Officials Aro Preparing To 
Take Action. 

Columbus, Ohio, August 13.—The secre- 
tary of state will tomorrow forward to 
the president of the United States Steel 
Corporation blanks similar to those sent 
to other foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in the state, notifying the corpora 
tion that the state is ready to receive the 
tax due it under the law applying to for- 
eign corporations. If the company re- 
fuses to pay the tax suit will at once he 
brought to collect it. If the corporation 
consents to pay the tax it will have quali- 
fied, it is claimed, merely to do a legal 
business in the state. 

The secretary of state and attorney 
general say they are convinced that the 
constituent companies are doing an illegal 
business in the state in that they are 
connected with a trust, and whether the 
United States Steel Corporation pays 
the tax or not, proceedings will be 
brought against the Ohio companies un- 
der the anti-trust law. The state of Ohio 
has no jurisdiction over the United States 
Steel Corporation as a whole, and if the 
corporation’s return to the secretary of 
state satisfies him that it cannot qualify to 
do business in Ohio it is possible that the 
attorney general of the United States and 
the attorneys general of all states in 
which the steel trust operates may be 
asked to bring proceedings against it. 

Attorneys here think the United States 
Steel Corporation can defy the state offi- 
cials for the reason that it has simply 
bought a majority of the stock of the 
constituent companies in this state—not 
the full properties. For this reason it is 
neither a trust under the Ohio laws nor 
a foreign corporation doing business in 
this state. 

Former Attorney General Monnett, as 
attorney for the Anti-Trust League, to- 
dav filed with the secretary of state a 
list of interrogatories seeking to ascer- 
tain the status of the constituent com- 
| panies of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration doing business in Ohio.

UREAT DAMAGE 


High Water Is Again Prevailing 
in East Tennessee, 


RAILROAD BRIDGES AFLOAT 


Southern Has Suffered Severely, and 
Traffic on the East Tennessee 
Branch Will Probably Be 
Delayed Several Days. 

No Fatalities. 


Knecxville, Tenn., August 13.—(Spectfal.)— 
Sudden high water in upper east Tennes- 
see has caused great damage to the rall- 
rcads and to private property. The sec- 
tion affected is the same which suffered 
Six 
bents of the temporary wooden viaduct of 
the Southern railway over the Watauga 
river are reported washed away, together 
with three cars. The Elizabethon rail- 
road bridge {is 15 inches out of plumb. A 
number of houses in Elizabethton have 
been flooded by high water, and many 
small bridges on country roads have been 
washed away. The Holston, Watauga 
and Doe rivers are rising, and the last 
two named are already more than half as 
high as during the big flood of last May. 

Traffic on the Southern railway is more 
or less interfered with the flood. 
Heavy rains have fallen in upper east 
Tennessee since Sunday. ‘The Southern 
railway lost a steel bridge cver the 
Watauga river in May, and the wooden 
viaduct replaced thit. Passengers, bag- 
gage and mail are transferred over the 
river by boat. Railroad officials are on 
the ground d@irecting the handling of 
traffic. Half of the town of Elizabethton 
was destroyed in May. Several of the 
houses flooded today are new ones which 
replaced those destroyed. Telegraph 
wires are down In the flooled district, and 
communication is uncertain. However 
serious this flood may be, it is not be- 
lieved it will equal that of last May, 
which did such damage. Heavy rains 
have been falling in this section since 
Sunday. It has beenrraining in torrents 
all day today in Bristol. In Knoxville 
rain has been falling constantly for two 
days, 

Reports of damage done by the exces- 
Sive rains of the past two days continue 
to come in tonight. All freight trains 
cast of Knoxville on the Southern rail- 
read have been annulled, and pessenger 
trains aan barely get through on the main 
‘ine because of water covering the tracks 
at meny places. Every dangerous point 
is patrolled and carefully watched. Seri- 
ous washouts are reported on the Knox- 
ville and Ohio road. 

Trains Delayed Five Days. 

Bristol, Tenn., August 13.—East 'Tennes- 
see and southwest Virginia experienced a 
dumaging freshet this morning for the 
trird time during the season. 

A 12-foot tide in the Watauga river 
ewept away the temporary bridge on the 
Southern railway at Watauga station at 
3 o'clock this morning. This. structure 
had taken the place of the iron bridge 
that was wrecked in the May tide. A 
portion of a train of cars loaded with pig 
iron placed cn the bridge to hold it down 
went down 50 feet to the water. The 
same time damaged bridges on the Vir- 
ginia and Southwestern railway. Between 
Inman and Intermont junction, on this 
road, 2 miles of tracks and three trestles 
are washed away. One residence near 
Inman was carried away by the tide. No 
fatalities are reported. 

It will probably be five davs before 
trains are again running on the east Ten- 
ressee branch of the Southern railway.

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End of the Detective Bureau. 

The board of police commissioners 
has taken a wise step in the abolition 
of the detective bureau ‘and in plac- 
ing the whole responsibility upon the 
shoulders of the chief of police. 

Ever since its establishment the de- 
tective department has been worse 
than a failure—it has been a scandal. 
Men who should have represented law 
and order, wearing the livery of the 
city, have been found to be in league 
with crime. The opportunity for re- 
ward, the incentive to be in the way 
of the regular force and the weakness 
of human nature have all conspired to 
entrap the men selected for this ser- 
vice. So assured became this course of 
events that the trial for malfeasance 
was looked for as the legitimate out- 
come of election to this service. Why 
there should have been such a result 
can only be explained on the theory 
that the rival bodies of police and de- 
tectives felt it incumbent to be on op- 
posite sides, and that owing to their 
greater opportunity and temptation the 
detectives fell by the wayside. 

The inspiration that came to Chief 
Ball as to the remedy suggests the 
danger of the old system. Under two 
heads there ‘was conflict and malfeas- 
‘ance. Under one head there will be 
direct responsibility, which will bring 
about an improvement in service. The 
acceptance of his suggestion by the 
board shows the confidence of that 
body in his ability, so that he is now 
fully armed to give Atlanta a perfect 
police service. 

The public is at Chief Ball’s back in 
every movement he makes for the en- 
forcement of law.

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Traveling Libraries in Rural Dis- 
tricts. 

Harry H. Stone, M. A., librarian and 

professor of applied mathematics in 


— 


‘Emory college, has recently published 


in The Methodist Review two inter- 
esting and timely articles entitled 
“Traveling Libraries” and ‘Good 
Roads,” each of which has been writ- 
ten for the practical purpose of bet- 
tering the conditions which exist at 
present in the rural districts. 

_On account of bad roads, inadequate 
mail facilities and what may be term- 
ed the isolation of country life, there 
can be no doubt of the fact that much 
of the attractiveness which the rural 
districts possessed in the calmer and 
serener days of our national life has 
‘almost completely disappeared and 
‘much of the energy which was former- 
ly expended in the cultivation of 
the soil is now concentrated up- 
on commercial and industrial ac- 
tivities in our large centers of 
population. This condition of af- 
fairs is most unfortunate, for while 
it is necessary in the economy of civ- 
ilization to have towns and cities, it 
‘is perilous to build them up at the ex- 
pense of the rural districts; and the 
sooner we realize the force of this 
reasoning the better it will be for us. 
The city and the country are fhutually 
dependent upon each other; they are 
both essential factors in the problem 
of our national life and we can en- 
joy no permanent or generally diffused 
prosperity without giving due consid- 
eration to both, but if distinction is 
made in favor of either it should be 
made in favor of the rural districts. 

To show that we are proceeding up- 
on no mistaken or erroneous idea in 
assuming that the towns and cities are 
growing at the expense of the rural 
district it is only necessary to cite the 
fact that whereas at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century 96 per cent of 
the population of the United States 
was found in the rural districts; today 
the proportion is less than 70 per cent. 

Both of Professor Stone’s articles 
are forcibly written and contain much 
food for thought; but having already 
discussed at frequent intervals here- 
tofore the importance of good roads, 
we addness ourselves at this time with 
more particular reference to what he 
says about traveling libraries. Profes- 
sor Stone lays down the proposition 
that traveling libraries will not only 
furnish entertainment and diversion to 
people living in the country, but will 
also serve the purpose of giving them 
instruction, and in this way will prove 
of great educational value. To stress 
the urgent need which is felt along 
this ine Professor Stone says that the 
average home in the ‘country is almost 
entirely destitute of books containing 
only such volumes as the family Bible, 
' . which the children are forbidden to 
- . touch; perhaps an old hymn book, or 


Be maybe a government publication which 


the congressman from the district has 
gent around about election time; but 
scarcely anything else 
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the whole subject, and he says that the 
cheapest, as well as the best, way of 
supplying the deficiencies of the rural 
districts in the line of good literature 
is through the medium of traveling 
libraries. Perhaps the most elaborate 
system of traveling libraries in the 
United States is in New York, and 
in describing the manner in which the 
System is operated Professor Stone 
quotes an authority as follows: 


At the present time the state of New 
York not only nobly encourages schools, 
colleges and universities, extension 
teaching and study clubs, but popularizes 
the public library and extenils it to the 
very hamlets and homes of the people. 

Traveling libraries are now lent by the 
state library in Albany to any public li- 
brary on application by its trustees, pro- 
vided the library is in the university sys- 
tem. Any community not yet possessing 
a public library, on application of twen- 
ty-five resident taxpayers, can receive a 
traveling library to serve as a nucleus. 
The same privilege is extended to 
schools, extension centers, clubs, and, if 
funds permit, to granges, lodges and 
other organizations having special need 
of books. Certain guarantees, fees or de- 
posits are required. The usual fee is $1 
for each twenty-five volumes, paid in ad- 
vance. Schools are allowed to retain the 
library till the end of the current aca- 
demic year. Other educational organiza- 
tions, like chautauqua, return the books 
when the educational course or study 
period is ended. 

There are in New York several different 
kinds of traveling libraries, general and 
special, aitogether about five hundred. 
Some are selected for general circulation 
in the community, and some for the 
special use of a study club. There are 
young people’s libraries, selections of 
juvenile literature, academic libraries for 
schools and colleges, agricultural libraries 
for farmers’ institutes and teachers’ li- 
braries. 

Communities preferring a considerable 
variety of books to suit varying tastes 
may take more than one library at a 
time, and thus popular demand for a 
public library is rapidly produced. On the 
other hand, local classes or study clubs 
in some special branch of history, litera- 
ture, art, or science are fostered by a se- 
lect library on one great subject. The 
writer has seen such special collections 
on French history, American history, 
political economy, etc. Unless one has 
witnessed the stimulating effect of the 
traveling library on a rural community 
or study club, he cannot fully realize the 
beneficial influence of this modern instru- 
ment of popular education. 

Professor Stone augments the above 
statement by citing the fact that trav- 
eling libraries are now in use in such 
other states as Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania, and that the system is 
rapidly growing in favor. He also adds 
that in Newton county, Georgia, trav- 
eling libraries have been adopted in 
the county schools, with splendid re- 
sults, on a small scale, and that the 
only regret felt in connection with the 
experiment is that it was not adopted 
sooner. We heartily commend to our 
readers the perusal of both of Profes- 
sor Stone’s articles in the hope that 
they may lead to practical results in 
bettering the conditions which exist at 
present in the rural districts. 
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Even in Brooklyn. 

Even in Brooklyn, rendered sacred 
to freedom because of a prize distri- 
bution of rifles by Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, the negro has not been able 
to find a “republican form of govern- 
ment.”

Smith moved into the house about six 
weeks ago, and paid two months rent 
in advance. When his white neighbors 
learned that a negro had moved into the 
avenue they became angry and since 
then have made it unpleasant for him. 
Day and night his ears are assailed by 
the negro song: 

Coon, coon, coon, I wish my color would fade; 

Coon, coon, coon, I wish I was a different 
shade, 

Coon, coon, coon, morning, night and noon, 

I wish I was a white man, instead of a coon, 
coon, coon. 

Dr. Smith says that he intends to hold 
the fort. He rented the house in order 
to be near his church. The landlord says 
he will not take another cent from the 
negro clergyman and when the time is 
up will begin dispossess proceedings. 
Dr. Smith laughs at the landlord and 
shows, with much satisfaction, a lease for 
one year. 

“If they will not accept the rent when 
it is due,” said Dr. Smith, “it is their 
business and not mine. The rent will 
be ready when it is due. If they won't 
take it. I'll not force it upon them, 
but I’m here to stay until the lease ex- 
pires.’’’ °

The Old Depot Again. 

The action inaugurated through the 
city council by Mr. Kontz, concerning 
the attitude of the state in regard to 
the railroad terminal facilities in At- 
lanta, will revive the discussion of the 
depot question 

In his address to the city council 
urging this revived agitation, Mr. 
Kontz spoke none too strongly when 
he said that— 

The present depot is not only not in 
keeping with the dignity of our city and 
its size, but it entails upon the travel- 
ing public the greatest inconveniences. 
It is at the risk of life and limb that 
one enters our present abominable “‘car- 
shed.” The number of trains running 
in and out of it amounts to about one 
hundred and twenty a day, and fur- 
ther toleration of this old noisome rook- 
ery should be considered only after every 
legal method has been exhausted for ob- 
taining the accommodations to which At- 
lanta is entitled. While separate depots 
are not desirable, yet, as a last resort, 
they would be better than what we have 
at present. However, I believe that 
should the railroad commission direct, as 
it has the power to, and as I believe 
it will do, that each of the roads build 
a suitable passenger station for itself, 
the roads would then build such a union 
station as Atlanta ought to have.” 

In demanding adequate terminal fa- 
cilities the city of Atlanta has fared 
as badly at the hands of the state as 
of the railroads. The railroad cor- 
porations pointed out that the present 
depot was the property of the state; 
that in protection of her own prop- 
erty values the state should build such 
a depot as would be commensurate 
with the occasion, and that under no 
circumstances could private enterprises 
be forced to spend half a million dol- 
lars in improving property not their 
own. : 

There was a remedy for the city— 
one that would have been imperative 
in any other part of Georgia—but here 
we met the State! The state railroad 
commission, which could order the im- 
mediate erection of a depot in Savan- 
nah, in Macon or in Augusta, when 
it came to Atlanta, felt itself under 
some obligation to protect the state 
to the injury of the traveling public. 
The greatest railroad center in the 
state is thus throttled and handicap- 
ped, while the scene at the depot is 


| One of disaster. to. the traveling pub- 
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of the citizens. Atlanta awaited the 
action of the legislature, hoping for a 
remedy, but that body failed to do any- 
thing. The legislature and the rail- 


road commission still remain—and so} 


does the rattletrap depot which would 
not be permitted to stand twenty-four 
hours in any other city in the union. 

Now Atlanta comes forward again 
with the demand for relief. The same 
arguments for delay will be heard, 
notwithstanding the failures of the 
past. Atlanta calls upon the state 
railroad commission to do its duty, 
without favor to interested principals 
in seeking delay. The legislature is 
soon to meet, but, regardless of what 
it may do, there are certain present 
rights attaching to the city. The rail- 
road commission can order the erec- 
tion of separate depots, and thus make 
our rights secure. If the railroad com- 
panies, thus pressed, come together for 
a union depot, well and good; but in 
the meantime we have our rights, 
which should not be lost sight of. 

The movement so well backed up 
by Mr. Kontz should nof be allowed 
to lapse. The public interests. wider 
even than Atlanta, calls for its pros- 
ecution in a persistent manner. 


The Duty of Citizenship. 


The duty of citizenship to aid in the 
building up of the country is greater 
than that due to politics. The sound 
of the hammer and the whirr of the 
wheel are as music compared to the 
— of one heard only from the hust- 
ngs. 

The south is waking up along this 
line and the man of material stands 
in advance of the man of jaw. te 
scenes to be witnessed in Atlanta to- 
day are being duplicated all over the 
State, and even from across the border 
lines. The Vicksburg American says 
that it is very probable that within 
“the next few days a proposition will 
be laid before the people of Vicksburg 
for the organization of a company to 
build a cotton factory in this city, a 
thing we need above all others, next 
to railroads, and the building of these 
latter the public-spirited and most 
progressive of our citizens are seeing 
to in. a way which insures success.” 
There are some chronic kickers, moss- 
backs, who set their heel upon every 
progressive movement: croakers, who 
sing the dirge of every enterprise at its 
birth, who assert that a cotton factory 
would not pay. Facts and figures re- 
fute such assertions absolutely. The cot- 
ton mills of Georgia have made that 
state the wealthiest of all southern states. 
They have built towns, railroads and fac- 
tories of other kinds. They have kept at 
home money that formerly left the state 
with the shipment of raw cotton. They 


have benefited the farmers, the merchants 


and the working classes in all lines 
of trade, and last and most important, 
they have been profitable investments 
for their builders. In our own state 
the mills in operation have been sources 
of profit to their builders, they have in- 
fused new life into the towns in which 
they are located, and ther are throwing 
thousands of dollars into the channels 
of local commerce, which otherwise they 
would not have known. It will be an 
easy matter for the citizens of Vicksburg 
to erect the most extensive cotton mill 
in the state, and The American believes 
that they will do so. Should a proposi- 
tion be nresented to them, it is to be 
hoped that they will look upon it with 
favor. 

This spirit, now moving the Missis- 
sippi metropolis, is also in evidence in 
Chattanooga, where, according to The 
Times, the amount of building has 
almost trebled. For the first five 
months of 1900 it amounted to $117,318, 
and for the same period of 1901 it ran 
up to $299,060. In Atlanta two mil- 
lions of dollars are now being put into 
new buildings. The rebuilding of Jack- 
sonville is also progressing favorably. 
The Times-Union urges that “every 
day lost, every feeling that impedes the 
work, every discord among ourselves, 
is an injury to the whole community 
and a subtraction from our future pros- 
pects. Therefore, every effort should 
be made to promote harmony in the 
city to keep our relations with each 
other cordial, and each of us should 
frown down all tendencies that ob- 
struct the work in hand. Perhaps it 
is not too much to hope that among 
the hundreds interested no disputes 
should occur, but public opinion should 
insist upon substantial justice and 
wrong done to any should be promptly 
and sternly condemned.” 

Harmony and cooperation are the 
watchwords. Without them there can 
be no success,

Negro Tries To Enter Penitentiary 
Under False Pretenses. 


AUTHORITIES TURNED HIM OUT 


Developed That He Told Story of Es- 
cape in Order To Stop Prosecu- 
tion for stealing. 


Jackson, Miss., August 138.—Secretary 
Stevens, of the prison board of controlj 
reports the first instance on record in 
this state /of a man attempting to secure 
entrance to the penitentiary under false 
pretenses. Last Friday the sheriff of 
Copiah county arrived in Jackson with 2 
regro whose meal name has not yet been 
learned, owing to the apparently endless 
confusion of aliases, but who claimed that 
he was an escaped convict from the Oak- 
ley farm. 

The negro gave his name as Simmons 
when he was turned over to the secretary. 


affairs on the various convict farms, tv 
all appearences evincing a genuine joy 
Over getting back to the guy and giddy 
pleasures of prison life. The research 
made by the secretary showed, however, 
that there was no such person on the 
priscn books, nor could a description of 
any escaped convict be found to fit him. 
The sergeant of the Oakley place was 
sent for, and he promptly declared that 
he had never seen the negro before, great- 
ly to the disaj pointment of the darkey. 
The Copiah sheriff was notified that he 
would have to take his prisoner back, as 
the state did not want him. The negro 
had been arrested by the sheriff for steal- 
ing, and it is thought that he coneoctad 
the story of being an escaped convict 
with the hope that after serving a short 
time the falsehood would be discovered 
and his releas2 thereby secured. 
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A crazy negress has just been brought 
to the Mississippi insane hospital from 
Leake county, and the officers of that 
ccunty will doubtless have cause for 
fome time to remember her career while 
in their charge. The negress was arrest- 
ed at Edinburg last week and taken to 
Carthage and placed in jail on the charge 
of vagrancy. When given a preliminary 
hearing before the local justice it was 
developed that she was suffering with in- 
Sanity, and she was taken back to the 
jail for safe keeping until a jury of 
lunacy ‘could te impaneled. In the cage 
where she was placed a pile of brickbats 
rad been left by some workmen, and 
when the sheriff again attempted to in- 
vade her steel citad@. he was bombarded 
by a volley of brickbats, which caused 
rim to beat a precipitate retreat from 
the scene. A ruse de guerre was invented 
after the sheriff had returned with re- 
enforcements, and during the battle that 
followed one man was slightly wounded, 
but they suceceded in dislodging the wo- 
man from her stronghold, 


Considerable good work is now being 
accomplished in a quiet way by the Mis- 
Sissippi Historical Society in the collection 
and preservation of valuable data con- 
cerning Mississippi data, and the report 
of the society to the coming session of the 
legislature will prove’ one of the most 
interesting missives sent to that body. 
The increase of appropriation made at the 
last session kas enabled the members to 
enlarge their scope of work and secure 
possession of important documents that 
hitherto have teen in obscurity. One of 
the most indefatigable workers in the so- 
clety is Secretary of State Power, who 
has compiled a prodigious amount of data 
auring the past few months. Exceilent 
work is also being accomplished by Gen- 
eral Stephen D. Lee, Professor Franklin 
L. Riley, of the state university; Profes- 
scr J. M. White, of the A. and M. college, 
and Allen J. Hooker, of this city. 
The soctety will ask the legislature at 
the coming session to renew the appro- 
priation for the work. 

The case of Joseph Buchanan, convict- 
ed of murder and given a sent®nce of 
ninety-nine years in the penitentiary at 
the session of the circuit court in Marton 
county, last week, has been appealed to 
the supreme court, and will be one of the 
first criminal cases brought before that 
tribunal at the October session. Bu- 
chanan is a young white man, and the 
crime for which he was convicted was the 
murder of Rufus Buchanan, his cousin. 
The two men had not been on good terms 
for two years, and it is stated that their 
difficulty grew out of an alleged intimacy 
between Joseph Buchanan and the dead 
man’s wife. The killing was a cold-blood- 
ed affair, and attracted considerable at- 
tention throughout south Mississippi. 


The wool marketing season has opened 
up on the gulf coast and several large ex- 
port shipments have recently been made. 
Biloxi expects receipts of from 25,000 to 
30,000 pounds next week. Notwithstanding 
the excellent opportunities offered, there 
has been but little increase in the wool- 
growing industry through the southern 
part of the state in the last few years, 
although the piney woods offer some of 
the finest sheep pasture lands in the coun- 
try. 

Apropos of the recent hot weather in 
Mississippl, a tradition of the old Choctaw 
Indians concerning a drought that visited 
east Mississippi and west Alabama about 
two hundred years ago, is recalled. Clal- 
borne’s History of Mississippi states that 
not a drop of rain fell in these sectious 
for three years. The Noxubee and Tom- 
bigbee rivers dried up; forest trees per- 
ished; the elk and buffalo, then numerous, 
migrated beyond the Mississippi river, 
never to return. Toward the close of the 
third year it began to rain and continued 
to rain for two months. 


Word reaches here of the unusual story 
of an old darky in Yazoo county named 
Tom Callahan, who has just been found af- 
ter being lost for nine days in the swamps 
of Yazoo and Sharkey counties, The ne- 
gro was almost dead from starvation 
when he finally found civilization again. 
Callahan was out on a hunting expedition 
and on the second day he lost his gun 
and ammunition sack, and _ thereafter 
lived on such roots and berries as he 
could find. Searching parties scoured the 
woods for him several days and when 4i- 
nally found he was only 8 or 9 miles from 
home, 


HOLLINS IS STILL AT LIBERTY. 


Slayer of Farmer Taylor Has Not 
Been Apprehended. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 13.—\Special.) 
George Hollins, alias William Holland, 
the negro who killed Farmer I. N. Tay- 
lor, at Tipton, Tenn., Saturday afternoon, 
has not been apprehended. A warrant has 
been out for his arrest, charging him 
with murder. This is in the hands of of- 
ficers, who are hunting for him. Hollins’ 
mother resides in Knoxville and her home 
is being watched. It is thought the negro 
will attempt to reach home. Hollins was 
seen by a policeman in Knoxville shortly 
after the killing, but before the news had 
reached here. e has not been heard of 
since. The jury of inquest over the body 
returned a verdict that the deceased came 
to his death from the effects of a, blow 
from a rock in the hands of one George 
Hollins.

SCHLEY COURT OF INQUIRY 


Navy Department Makes a State- 
ment Regarding the Witnesses. 


SCHLEY FURNISHED A LIST 


eee 


Some of Admiral’s Witnesses Will] 
Likely Be Called by Judge 
Advocate. 


Washington, August 13.—Acting Secre- 
tary Hackett, of the navy department, 
fave out a statement today in regard 
to the witnesses to be summoned before 
the Schley court of inquiry. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“There have been numerous inquiries by 
the gentlemen of the press as to who 
are to be the witnesses before the Schiey 
court of inquiry. I recognize the intense 
public interest that attends the conven- 
ing of this court. I also take into ac- 
count and respect the professional zea] 
of the press, and the earnest desire of 
each gentleman to obtain early and full 
information for his particular newspaper. 

“The court will convene on the i2th 
of September. What witnesses will be 
brought before the court in behalf of 
Admiral Schley is for the admiral him- 
self to decide. No one can possibly know 
what witnesses the court is going to sum- 
mon before them. 

“The judge advocate of the court on 
the 2th ot July addressed a letter to 
Admiral Schley, requesting the admiral 
to communicate with him in regard to 
the witnesses, if any of them were lo- 
cated at a distance from Washington, 
whom he might wish to have appear be- 
fore the court. This was done because it 
Was taken for granted that most of them 
were officers of the navy. It wag high- 
ly important that they should be within 
reach when wanted to testify. 

“‘Admiral Schley responded with a par- 
tial list of those whom he thought he 
would like to be present, statin that 
there would doubtless be others. Ae was 
told that he would have a right to call 
Others as witnesses and also informed 
that some of the persons named by him 
— possibly be called by the judge ad- 
vocate, 

“The whole thing is in the preliminary 
stage, to see to it Phat officers of the 
navy who are cognizant of the facts in- 
volved will be where they can be reached 
in season to attend as witnesses if 
needed,.”’ 

Beyond this statement Mr. Hackett de- 
clined to answer specific questions as to 
particular witnesses, especially as to 
whether Admiral Sampson was on the 
list prepared by the judge advocate of 
the court, and he further announced that 
hereafter he would decline all inquiries 
regarding matters relating to the Schley 
court.

talking of his impressions of the relations 
between the European powers and Ameri- 


ca, said: 

“From all we have heard we believe that 
the outlook for peace among the great 
powers and for the gradual but unmistak- 
able development of the intent of the 
peace conference could hardly be better. 
Of course it would be folly to say there 
is no longer danger of war, for popular 
excitement in any one quarter may upset 
all calculations. Still the existence of a 


permanent tribunal to decide international 


disputes, the well-recognized economic 
breakdown which war now means for all 
belligerents, the lessons of the Boer war 
and the frightful flasco in China, all these 
elements of the situation are working 
powerfully for peace. 

“The present feeling in Europe regard- 
ing the United States cannot be char- 
acterized in one phrase. That it fs not 
everywhere friendly must, I fear, be ad- 
mitted. But this is not strange. The 
strength and prosperity of the great 
peaceful, ‘unmilitary’ republic is not 
pleasing to its opponents and critics of 
our institutions. Then, there is natural 
jealousy in commercial and industrial 
circles of our economic progress. The 
talk akout a combination of the European 
powers against the United States is 
fanciful and impracticable. They have 
greater causes for quarrels among them- 
selves than any of them has against the 
United States. Tariff increases may be a 
benefit by compelling us to adopt a pol- 
icy of reciprocity. I feel confident of 
one thing—whatever may be the attitude 
of particular governments or classes, 
the mass of the common people in Europe, 
not in England, but on the continent, are 
suffering from various domestic causes. 
They regard us as ever their best friends. 


They view the increased prestige an@l powe 


er of the United States in the w@ld of 
politics with hope and delight. They 
recognize our new position as a great 
guarantee of peace and progress. 
‘*‘Whatever objections are raised to our 
assertion and vindication of the Monroe 
doctrine in its extended form come from 
theorists only, and, so far as my observa- 
tion goes, meets with no popular ap- 
proval whatever. Our claim to control 


and own absolutely and exclusively any 
and all isthmian canals is cordially rec- 
ognized not only on the continent, but 
by most authorities and organs of public 
opinion in Great Britain.’’

SHARP ATTACK ON BALFOUR 


For Yielding to Irish on the Facto- 
ries Measure. 


London, August 14.—The house of com- 
mons passed the factories pif to a third 
reading last night after a heated de- 
bate, which arose out of the action of the 
government in withdrawing a clause in- 
cluding laundries within the scope of the 
bill, because the nationalists strongly 
objected to official inspection of the Cath- 
olic conventual laundries on the ground 
that such inspection would be subversive 
of the discipline it Is necessary to main- 
tain in reformatory laundries conducted 
by nuns for fallen women. 

Mr. Ritchie, the home secretary, and 
Mr. Balfour frankly admitted this con- 
cession was necessary, but many of the 
supporters of the government hotly de- 
nounced it as a surrender to Irish ob- 
struction. 

The conservative papers today are very 
angry at what they described as ‘‘cow- 
ardly surrender,” and “‘melanchly weak- 
ness."’ They attribute the result of Mr. 
Balfour’s mismanagement of the house in 
driving important contentious business 
into the last days of the session.

PLAINTIFFS AFTER GOODS. 


Thirteen Petitions Filed in O’Connor 
Case by People Claiming Their 
Property. 

Thirteen petitions were filed in the 
United States court yesterday in the 
O'Connor bankruptcy case. Three of them 
ask to have goods identified, nine ask to 
have identifiea goods sold separatety and 
one, alleging that $1,080 worth of dia- 
mondsg was obtained through fraud, begs 
that they be given into the possession 

of the petitioner. 

The petitioners claim that Mr. O’Con- 
nor was putting his assets in such a con- 
dition that he could retain possession of 
them, and by so doing defraud his cred- 
itors. They further charge that he does 
not intend to pay for the goods, 

It is also alleged that he opened 
branch stores in town within sixty days 
before the filing of petition for bankrupt- 
cy for the purpose of affording a safe 
channel for the disposition of his prop- 
erty. These branch stores are now in 
the charge of the two receivers appoint- 
ed by the referee in bankruptcy, Percy 
Adams. 

Rosser & Carter, as attorneys for 
Bushway, Britt & Co., filed the petition 
for the jewelry. It alleges that O’Con- 
nor as a wholesale merchant had no need 
of jewelry, and that this purchase was 
for the purpose of defrauding his cred- 
itors. The petitioners ask that the jew- 
elry be decreed to them by the court.

serving Company, Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Mills, N. K. Fairbanks Company, More- 
house Manufacturing Company, William 
Numsen & Sons and the.

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CAPTAIN GRANT, “DEWEY OF ARMY.” 
INTERESTING SUBJECT FOR OHL’S PEN 


N MID-ATLANTIC (mailed at Gibral- 
tar, July 24, ‘90L)—No better illus‘ra- 
tion of how «tne American soldier rises 
equal to every emergency could be 
found—there can be no better argument 
in favor of the volunteer soldier—than Is 
furnished by the career of Captain Frank 
Grant, who was a major of volunteers in 
the war in the Philippines and who is 
now going out to Manila for a’ second 
career of service there. In all the wars 
in which this country has been engaged 
men have stepped from civil life into im- 
portant military command, giving elo- 
quent demonstration of their ability to do 
the work that has fallen to their hands. 
There has been no lack of good material. 
The American regular officer is the best 
regular officer in the world, but there 
never has been enough of him to go 
around. The wars of the republic have 
been fought by volunteers, and will be 
fought by volunteers through all time. 
“Dewey of the Army” is a sobriquet 
given Captain Grant for his work in 
handling the little gunboat fleet which 
played so important a part in the army 
operations about Manila. These opera- 
tions form a romantic and interesting, 
as well as an important, chapter in the 
history of this war—a chapter distinct 
from all the others. It is one but little 
understood outside of official circles. 
Down in the Philippines they know all 
about it, but back home our knowledge 
of the existence of this gunboat fleet has 
been fragmentary, to say the least of it. 
Yet it can be said with no exaggera- 
tion that Grant with his little fleet of 
gunboats operating on the rivers and 
lake about Manila was one of the most 


important factors in bringing the war to 


an ending. , 
When I was a youth a book which had 
great fascinations for me was “Frank on 
a Gunboat,.” a bit of fiction about a 
young leutenant who went through the 
naval battles of the civil war. There were 
a number of these ‘‘Frank’’ books, this 
youth being taken through a world of ad- 
ventures that would have delighted a 
lineal descendant of Munchausen. It was 
fiction in a most attractive setting. 

The real experiences of this later Frank 
would furnish the material for a series of 
tales once more illustrating the superi- 
ority of truth over fiction; for nothing 
could be more fascinating than the story 
of the operations of the little gunboats of 
that tin-clad fleet which was the terror 


of the Pasig. 

When the first call came for volunteers 
for the Spanish war, Captain Grant was 
living at Salt Lake City, pursuing the 
even tenor of his way as a successful bus- 
iness man interested in mining and real 
estate. He had for several years béen 
connected with the New York Life but 
had given up insurance to devote him- 
self to these other lines. Before going 
to Salt Lake he had lived some years in 
Detroit. As a boy. he had attended the 
military school at Kingston, Ontario: then 
he had taken to the life on those great 
fresh water seas+the great lakes—and 

fore he had determined to settle down 
to business in other lines he had mastered 
the science of the modern steamship. 

The love of things military which he 
had imbibed in his boyhood school ex- 
periences led him to affiliate with the 
national guard upon going to Utah, and 
he was colonel of a regiment of the Utah 
national guard when the war broke out. 
He immediately tendered his services to 
the president and the governor of his 
state, and, to make a long story short, 
was commissioned as captain in command 
of company B of the famous Utah Light 
Battery. 

Everybody who followed events in the 
Philippines during the early days of fight- 
ing there will recall the magnificent rec- 
ord made by the artillerymen from the 
Mormon city. They went out with the 
first lot of troops and were on hand in 
time to play an active part in the fight- 
ing with the Spaniards—before there was 
war with the Filiwinos or any thought 
of i. The newspaper reports at the 
time were full of the great work done 
by the Utah batteries, and the official 
reports teem with high praise. The sen- 
timent* of every person cognizant with 
the facts was voiced by Major Bell, since 
made brigadier general of regulars—the 
man who literally shot his‘way into a 
generalship, and the story of whose own 
career reads like a page from the war- 
fare of the romantic Middle Ages---who 
was quoted in one of the Manila papers 
as saying: 

“Hurrah for the Utah light artillery! 
I am a regular officer, have b@ern in the 
service for twenty-five years, but this is 
the best light battery in the service, 
and you can tell them I said so,” 


Goes To Work on the River. 


Recognition of the excellence of this 
work came to all the men who figured in 
it; to Captain Grant and Captain Young, 
who commanded the batteries, it took the 
form of brevet majorities. This was 
right at the beginr§ng. The story of the 
subsequent achievements of the Utah bat- 
teries would be excellent reading, but 
it would not have to do with Major 
Grant because by this time General Otis 
had made a discovery of great value to 
himself and to the American cause. He 
found Grant. 

The river Pasig ran through the heart 
of the insurgent country from Laguna 
de Bay, a lake about 35 miles long by 
10 miles down to and through the heart 
of the city of Manila. The Pasig is about 
14 miles long. The control of this river

was of much value to the Filipinos in 
every way, and it was of great impor- 
tance to the success of the operati@ns 
of our forces “that we should have con- 
trol. At Manila there was’a small side- 
wheel steamer which had for some years 
been used in the traffic of the river and 
the lakes. She had been laid up for re- 
pairs and was said to be in bad condi- 
tion, but suspecting that she was not 
in as bad shape as was claimed and that 
she was. soon to be taken out to do ser- 
vice for the insurgents, General Otis 
seized her. Subsequently he paid the 
owners 35,000 pesos for her. 

The Laguna de Bay—she was named 
after the lake—was built in Scotland. 
Being more than ordinarily well equipped 
in the matter of engines, she was quite 
a stanch craft. Grant’s sailing experi- 
ences on the great lakes, together with 
his experience as an artilleryman, made 
him the man of all men to be put in 
charge of her, and his assumption of this 
new commander marked thé beginning 
of the ‘‘Tin-clad Fleet’’ of gunboats which 
was to play so important a part in sub- 
sequent happenings. 

The Laguna de Bay was covered with 
two thicknesses of boiler iron, one sev- 
eral inches outside the other. By experi- 
menting Major Grant found that a Mauser 
bullet which would pierce the outer layer 
of iron would make a dent on the inner 
piece but would not pierce it. The pene- 
trating power of these Mausers is. shown 
by comparison with the Springfield; a 
Springfield bullet would only make a dent 
in the outer plate, the Mauser will go 
clear through the outer plate and make as 
much of an impression on the inner plate. 

The bridge was made Over into a fight- 
ing top, with four gatling guns so fixe® 
that they could be trained in every direc- 
tion. The boat was fully equipped with 
Hotchkiss and other small guns, and with 
a complement of about sixty-five men 
steamed up the river. 

An accurate chronicle of the operations 
of this boat and of the others that were 
added to the “‘Tin-clad Fleet’’ under Ma- 
jor Grant’s command would be impossi- 
ble in a newspaper article. Major Grant 
operated under General Otis’ personal di- 
rections; that is, as an independent com- 
mand, cooperating with the army in many 
important and notable engagements. Af- 
ter a personal investigation of the work 
done by the Laguna de Bay, Admiral 
Dewey advised General Otis that he 
ought, if possible, have two or three more 
such boats and that this gunboat force 
“‘would be equal to a brigade.”’ 

The Pasig was cleared up, the insur- 
gents being forced back on both sides. In 
cooperating with General Lawton, Gen- 
eral MacArthur and others in command 
of the land forces, Major Grant did par- 
ticularly effective wgrk. The Filipino 
gunboats, which were hidden up rivers 
believed to be impassable, were captured, 
andin theend the ‘‘Tin-clad Fleet’ hada 
total of six boats. There were besides, in 
addition to the Laguna de Bay, the Oeste, 
the Covadonga, the Napendar and the 
Ocenela,

which the American losses have been 
very smal! and the Filipino losses aston- 
ishingly large, have been taken with 
Many grains of allowance.

It is only when you are brought in con- 
tact with the men who have done things— 
men like Grant, modest, unassuming 
heroes—that you realize it has been just as 
much of a war as any. There have not 
been great battles such ag were fought 
in the civil war with the old weapons and 
under the old methods, but to the individ- 
val soldier and the individual] officer there 
have come just the same hardships; just 
as brave deeds have been done for the 
flag as were ever done. 

The importance of these operations of 
the gunboats is shown in the official re- 
ports on file in the war department, in 
all of which General Otis pays high trib- 
ute to the little fleet and its efficient com- 
mander, 

Heroes in the. Signal Corps. 

It is one of Grant's characteristics that 
he always has a word to say for the en- 
listed man. He seems to take special de- 
light in finding heroes among the boys 
who are too far down the line to get their 
names in the papers. He was speaking 
today, for instance, of the splendid werk 
done by the men in the ambulance corps 
and signa} service, men whose work 
counts for much, but who are usually for- 
gotten when it comes to making up the 
rolis of heroes. 

“It is the general and perhaps ratural 
tendency,” he said, “to think that only 
the man who handles the gun can De a 
hero. A large number of people believe 
that all the bravery lies in a victorivus 
charge up a hill or down a valley, in cep- 
turing a fort or sinking a lot of gun>oats. 
These are of course great feats and the 
men who perform them deserve unstint- 
ed praise; but how few people stcp to 
think that these men would be almost ab- 
solutely helpless were it not for a few 
boys who go alone and practically unpro- 
tected right into the enemy’s country, 
stretching wires and establishing com- 
munication with our forces. We would 
be as so many blind and helpless children 
did we not know the whereabouts of our 
forces and what support we could rely 
upon, as well as the position and strength 
of our enemies. All these things the s'g- 
nal corps accomplishes. Oftentimes two 
men, sometimes one man alone, would, 1 
remember, start out to establish commu- 
nication with out other forces fearlessly 
going into the heart of the territory con- 
trolled by the enemy—absolutely taking 
their lives in their hands. I recall one 
instance worth recording, and there are 
many others. Once when we were sta- 
tioned at the trenches outside of Manila 
we found our wires bad been cut some- 
where on the firing line. We were almost 
desperate. It was absolutely necessary 
to establish communication with our 
other forces and there was but one thing 
to do. That meant almost certain death, 
and even failure, to those ordered to ac- 
complish that one thing. Those wires 
had to be connected. 

“The signal corps js the only branch of 


+ the armp in which individual soldicrs re- 


ceive orders which seem hopeless of sic- 
complishment and meant altost certain 
death. On the particular occasion I have 
referred to, two ‘boys of the corps were 
ordered out to find where the ‘ines had 
heen cut and to repair the break. They 
started out about 8 o'clock at night ard 
we waited anxiously unti] about I in the 
morning when the ticks came to tell us 
that the young jheroes—they were mere 
boys—had succeeded I do not believe T 
ever felt as relicved, for until then I rad 
felt sure they had been killed tefore 
they had been given a chance to accom- 
plish what they had been sent to do. Had 
this happened, the only thing that could 
have been done was to send others out to 
attempt the same work and perhaps to 
meet the same tate. 

"The wires continued to operate all 
right, but time passed and there was no 
sign of the boys who had repaired the 
line. I began to feel very anxious about 
their fate. It was not until 2 o’clock the 
next afternoon, fully eighteen hours after 
they had started from camp, that any 
evidence of them was forthcoming. At 
that time I noticed the weeds moving in 
the grass at our front, and an investiga- 
tion revealed Kauffman, one of the signal 
boys. He did not dare stand up in that 
broad light for he was within firing range 
of the enemy. Slowly he was coming in, 
lifting and half dragging another figure. 
It was his comrade. The poor fellow had 
been shot down and Kauftman didn’t have 
the heart to 1eave his body out there to 
the mercies of the vultures. The two had 
been attacked long before the break in the 
sine had been found. The other man haa 
been shot down, vut Kauifman escaped, 
the Filipinos presuming doubtless that 
there was but one Man in the party. 
Kauffman had, after waiting until he 
thought it safe, kept On, following the 
wire until he finaily reached the break. 
Carefully he repaired it. He was then 
right in the heart of the enemy, but he 
was fortunately not discovered; nor did 
they discover that the line had been re- 
paired. Then he made his way back to 
the spot where tne body of his companion 
lay and with infinite trouble brought him 
back to camp. There was no greater act 
of individual bravery that came before my 
notice. i tell you, those boys in the sig- 
nal corps are as great heroes as there are 
in the army, but they get little credit for 
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NEW BUILDING FOR WOMEN 


Work To Begin on Structure at the 
Prison Farm. 


CONVICT LABOR WILL BE USED 


Frison Commissicn Is Preparing To 
Purchase an Additional 1,000 
Acres of Land. 


All the preparations have been made 
for beginning work on the new building 
for women at the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville, and within a day or two the 
erection of the structure will be well un- 
der way. 

The prison commission has had all the 
g00d stone masons to be found at the dif- 
ferent penitentiary camps sent to the farm 
in order to put them upon this work. 
There are some ten or a dozen stone 
masons serving time in the penitentiary, 
and nearly all of these have been sent to 
the farm. Transfer Guard Pearson car- 
ried five of these masons over to Mil- 
ledgeville yesterday. 

The new building, which will take the 
place of the one destroyed by fire about 
a year ago, will be built entirely of stone, 
covered over with plagter. It will be on 
the prison style of architecture, will be 
commodious and comfortable but plain. It 


-will be only one story in height, but will 


contain al the apartments necessig@ry for 
the women confined in the pqnitentiary, 
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incuding hospital, kitchen, dining room, 
sleeping quarters, guard room and war- 
den’s residence. The main body of the 
building which will be used as_ sleeping 
quarters will be 30 by 110 feet in dimen- 
sions, while the other rooms will be large 
enough, and with room to spare, for the 
purpose which they are to serve. 

The stone which will be used in the 
new structure is already on the ground, 
and work will begin at once. It is ex- 
pected the new building will be complet- 
ed and ready for occupation within about 


three months. 

The prison commission has also taken 
steps looking to enlarging the farm. It 
has been decided to add 1,000 acres to it, 
making a total of 4,000 acres. The com- 
mission has options on adjoining land, 
and the desired tract can be secured, it is 
said, for about $7,000 or $8, It is prob- 
able the purchase will be made in the 
early fall.

ASSESSMENTS WERE TOO BIG 


Claimed That Excessive Payments 
Were Demanded on a $5,000 
Insurance Policy. 


Chief Justice T. J. Simmons, of the 
supreme court, yesterday brought suit 
for $2,000 damages against the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association, of New 
York. The suit was filei by Attorneys 
Hoke Smith and H. C. Peeples. 

According to the petition, the chief jus- 
tice secured from the association a policy 
for $5,000, and the suit fs the outgrowth of 
alleged assessments made on the policy, 
which are claimed by the petitioner to be 
excessive. When the assessments reach- 
ed a tain figure Judge Simmons re- 
fused to Meet them, and it is stated that 
bis policy was then revoked by the com- 
pany. 

It is alleged that when the policy was 
first issued the bi-monthly payments 
amounted to $20.80, but that demands 
were later made on him for increased as- 
sessments. It is claimed that the ecom- 
pany is due Justice Simmons $2,000, and 
it is for that amount he sues.

As Body of Empress Frederick 
Was Bore to Tomb, 


MASSIVE CROWN ON COFFIN 


Pale and Sorrowful, the Kaiser Fol- 
lowed Mother’s Remains to the 
Mausoleum at Potsdam. 
Services at the Tomb 
Very Simpte.

Potsdam, August 13.—The remains of 
the Dowager Empress Frederick were in- 
terreid today beside thcse of her husband 
in the mausoleum of Friendenskirche, 


near Potsdam. 

Promptly at 10:30 o'clock the tolling of 
bes notified the arrival of the funeral 
train at Wild Park. 

But it was nearly 11 o’clock when the 

sound of music in the distance announced 
the approach of the funeral procession. 
Down the avenue moving masses appear- 
ed. now and then halting for the pfo- 
cession to assume its proper order. 
— As the procession drew near the notes 
of the best known funeral marches, play- 
ed slowly and plaintively, became audl- 
ble, the muffled drums rolling in solemn 
impressiveness. 

At the head of the procession rode Ma- 
jor General Von Moltke,,nephew of the 
famous field marshal, in command of the 
military forces participating in the cere- 
monies, 

Solemn Procession. 


The procession was in every way grand 
and solemn. The gardes du corps, with 
black and white pennants fluttering at 
their lance points, attracted much atten- 
tion, as did the royal page corps, com- 
posed of cadets from the military acad- 
emy, in bright red oats, white, 
tight-fitting trousers and broad hats, 
trimmed with white lace. 

After the military came the highest 
clerical dignitaries of Berlin, including 
Dr. Dryander, the court preacher, and 
Bishop Aszman, the highest Catholic mili- 
tary chaplain, in a resplendent purple 
robe, 

Over the head of the coffin were the 
imperial colors. on which was a crown of 
state of massive gold and heavily jeweled. 
Also on the colors was a wreath, deposit- 
ed there by Emperor William at Cron- 
berg, and two other wreaths. 

Behind the coffin marched the emperor, 
erect and displaying the greatest self- 
possession and dignity, but his face was 
pale and sorrowful and he gazed straight 
forward in a serious manner. King Ed- 
ward, who was on the emperor's left, 
walked heavily and evidently found the 
march fatiguing. Both Emperor William 
and King Edward wore the uniform of 
the Second regiment of Dragoon Guards, 
Queen Victoria's regiment. 


Emperor Followed Coffin. 


The procession reached the mausoleum 
at 11:40. The proceedings there were most 
simple. The coffin was carried into the 
mausoleum followed by the emperor and 
empress, King Ddward and Queen Alex- 
andra. the royal prince and other mem- 
berg of royal families, the rest of those 
present remaining outside during the last 
ceremonies, 

After the body had been lowered into 
the vault, the choir from the Berlin ca- 
thedral sang ‘‘Christ Is the Resurrection,”’ 
by Grell. A prayer followed and the 
choir sang ‘‘Be Faithful Unto Death,” by 
Neidhart. This was the only service. 

In the meanwhile the emperor stood 
beside the tomb in a solemn manner, 
There was no weeping, but King Edward 
frequently used his ‘handkerchief, for 
drops of perspiration were coursing down 
his brow. 

After the brief ceremony the royal par- 
ty withdrew and the invited guests, mil- 
itary men, diplomats, statesmen, etc., 
filed in for the last hasty view of the 
coffin. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press learns that Ambassador White's 
return here for the funeral was upon the 
special invitation of Emperor William, 
After the services at the mausoleum Mr. 
White was about to withdraw with the 
other ambassadors, when the emperor 
sent for him and expressed his warmest 
sympathy with him in his recent afflic- 
tion. 


CLAIMS MADD BY AMERICANS 


Before the South African Compensa- 
tion Commission in Lcndon. 


London, August 13.—At today’s session 
of the South African compensation com- 
mission, Newton Crane, counsel for the 
American claimants, made further repre- 
sentations regarding the claims of nine 
men who were expelled for complicity in 
the plot against Lord Roberts. Major 
General Sir John C. Ardagh, represent- 
ing the foreign office, read documentary 
evidence from the military authorities, 
including a letter from Lord Kitchener, 
to the effect that United States Consul 
Adelbert S. Hay had been invited to visit 
the men in prison and had declined to 
guarantee the integrity of these nine or 
their worthiness to be allowed to remain. 

Mr. Crane, in setting forth the position 
of the American government at the close 
of the hearing, said that with two excep- 
tions Great Britain had made no explana- 
tion of the arrest or deportation of Amer- 
ican citizens. He denied the right of de- 
portation, either in peace or war, until 
evidence had been taken of an infraction 
of the law or hostility to the government. 
The United States would not be bound by 
any narrow, legal rule as to the damages, 
but expected that the broadest, considera- 
tion would be given to the demands of 
those of her citizens who had been im- 
properly arrested and deported. It was 
no excuse to say they had been given full 
soldiers’ rations and traveling accommo- 
dations. The American claimants were 
not soldiers. Flew A were subjected to 
brutal physical sufferings and must have 
compensation.

Ten mile bicycle road race for ama- 
teurs. 

One of the races in which the greatest 
amount of interest centers is the peanut 
race. Gus Castle was the man to sug- 
gest it, and it is safe to say no single 
event will create as much amusement 
and laughter as this. There are to be six 
contestants, each to be seated in a tub 
to make the race across the lake. Each 
is to place a peanut in the water beside 
his craft from the laundry and with a 
toothpick he is to push the peanut across 
the lake, the one reaching the other side 
first to win the race. The idea of this 
race, which is a new one here, was sug- 
gested by Mr. Castle by an election bet, 
when the loser had to carry 
from bank to bank of a stream. 
only is sufficient to convince one of the 
difficulty of the performance. 

The tug of war is an event over which 
there is the most spirited rivalry.

Every effort 
is being made to leave undone no detail 
that will add to the success and enjoy- 
ment of the occasion and the indications 
are that it will prove the most attractive 
affair of the kind ever held in this city. 

Relative to the racing season during the 
Southern Interstate fair, the following 
appears in the official announcement: 

“The race programme will cover the 
last ten days of the fair, October 16 to 2€. 

‘Liberal purses will be offered for trot- 
ting, pacing and running. The purses 
will aggregate $10,000.”’ 

The announcement of the fair racing 
season will be received with pleasure by 
the numerous habitues of the track 
throughout Georgia and other southern 
states. The liberal purses offered un- 
doubtedly will serve to bring the best 
horses in this section to the track, and 
also many from a distance. The purses 
will also have the effect of stimulating 
the entries to the best possible track per- 
formances. 

The ending of the fair events, however, 
will not mark the close of the racing sea- 
son, for, as previously announced in The 
Constitution, arrangements have been 
made to continue the season for a con- 
siderably longer period. 

A strong effort will be made this year 
to effect a radical change in the method 
of bookmaking at the track. Last season 
the betting was conducted by a syndicate 
book, and the odds on the various horsés 
were startlingly inconsistent, to say the 
least of it. Many times, it is aserted, the 
odds were anything but what they should 
have been, because the privilege of mak- 
ing books on the races was leased to one 
concern only, when, to obtain the proper 
treatment, there should be free and open 
books conducted by competitive makers. 

The betting public is simply at the mer- 
cy of the bookies when the bookmaking is 
conducted on the syndicate plan. Noth- 
ing so detracts from the interest in racing 
as the plan that was in operation last 
year. The bookmaker has all the best of 
it and a wager under the syndicate sys- 
tem amounts virtually to betting whether 
— horse will fall dead in the stretch or 
not. 

Horsemen who will have entries in the 
races, as well as those who will be here 
as spectators only, are unanimous in con- 
demning the syndicate system and up- 
holding competitive bookmaking.

WILL PAY OFF ONE ISSUE 


This Amounts to $46,000, and Was 
Made To Purchase Site of Hemp- 
hill Pumping Station of 
Water Works System 
in 1892, 


On the first of next year city bonds ag- 
gregating $418,000 will fall due. All of 
these bonds were issued in 1872 and draw 
8 per cent interest. January 1, 1902, it will 
be necessary for the city to either pay 
the bonds or renew them. 

Also, there is an issue of $46,000 of 4 per 
cent bonds which fall due the beginning 
of the new year. These cannot be re- 
newed and will be paid. During an ex- 
ecutive session of the city finance com- 
mittee yesterday morning these matters 
were discussed at considerable length.

While no definite information has been 
given out as to the intention of the city 
financiers concerning the action that is 
to be taken regarding the large issue of 
bonds which fall due January Ist, it ts 
understood that it is the desire of the 
finance committee to replace this issue 
with another at 31-2 per cent.

Advantages of City Schools Over

LOCAL APPROPRIATIONS — INCREASE 


State ' Has Appropriated Only 
$81,400 to State University 
in One Hundred Years. 


Some interesting facts and figures re- 
lating to the public school system of the 
State will be presented In the annual re- 
port of State Schoo] Commissioner G. R. 
Glenn, which will be feady for the printer 
within the next few days. Professor 
Glenn is preparing his report early for 
the purpose of placing it in the hands of 
members of the general assembly before 
that body convenes. 

The last census showed that there was 
a total of 665,000 children of school age 
in Georgia, and of these Professor Glenn’s 
report shows the enrollment in the public 
schools is 484,385. Of these 429,275 are en- 
rolled in the state schools, while 55,110 are 
enrolled in the city schools. The increased 
enrollment this year in the state schools 
over last year was 6,808, or only about 1% 
rer cent, while the increase in the city 
schools over last year was 4,136, or about 
8 per cent. The comparative increase in 
the cities, therefore, was much larger 
than in the covntry districts.

“A white man killed my child!”’ she ex- 
claimed, “‘and it was Henry Lyle. I saw 
him, and I know him well. Two nights 
ago he came here and told my daughter if 
she didn’t leave this house and go with 
him he would kill her. He has been 
worrying her for several nights. I saw 
him several times standing in the back 
yard looking through a window. Tonight 
I heard a noise in the back yard and I 
opened the back door and looked out. I 
saw Lyle rising from his knees, and then 
I ran toward him, and I saw my child 
lying like she was dead upon the ground. 
I screamed out: ‘You have killed my 
child!’ and Lyle ran around the house and 
disappeared in the darkness. I am cer- 
tain that she man was Lyle. I know him 
well, for I have seen him often.

31-2 per cent would only be $14,630, a 
saving to the city of $18,810 each year. As 
the new bonds would run for thirty 
years, this saving in that time would 
amount to $564,300, a sum in excess of the 
principal. 

As matters now stand it would be 
manifestly impossible for the city to pay 
off $418,000 worth of bonds within the 
next five months. Consequently the only 
plan that can be carried out is to renew 
the issue. The $418,000 worth of bonds is 
an aggregated sum of three different is- 
sues. On October 1, 1872, bonds amount- 
ing to $100,000 were issued. These bonds 
were to cover the floating debt of the 
city. In May, 1872, $300,000 worth of bonds 
had been issued for the Georgia West- 
ern railroad, and, at the same time $18,000 
worth of bonds were issued for the pur- 
pose of replacing bonds that had already 
matured, 

These are the last of the 8 per cent 
bonds which the city has issued, and it is 
highly probable that Atlanta will never 
again issue bonds that are to draw such 
a rate of interest. The last bonds issued 
by the city were 31-2 per cent, and were 
for the purpose of extending the present 
waterworks system. In order to renew 
the bonds it will only be necessary for 
council to pass an ordinance approving 
the issue of $418,000 worth of 31-2 per 
cent bonds to replace the old ones. City 
Attorney Mayson has already been re- 
quested to prepare such an ordinance, 
and the matter will doubtless be taken up 
again by the committee in a short time. 

The $46,000 worth of 4 per cent bonds 
which were issued in 1892 were for the 
purpose of purchasing the present site 
of the Hemphill pumping station of the 
new waterworks system. These bonds 
are to be paid as soon as due.

Damages Wanted for Alleged Injury 
to Machinery from 
Dust. 


The Equitable Loan and Security Com- 
pany yesterdf&ly brought suit against W.

rer pupil enrolled in the city schools is 


‘$11.64, showing the great advantage the 


children living in cities have over those 
in the country districts. In this same 
connection he shows that the average sal- 
ary paid the teacher in the country 
schools is $122.98 per annum, while that 
paid the teacher in the city schools 
averages $452.15. Taking these figures as 
a basis. Professor Glenn presents an argu- 
ment showing the need for more teachers 
and for a longer school term in the coun- 
try districts. The present school term in 
the country is only five months out of the 
year. 

Figures show that there is a gradual in- 
crease in the amount raised for school 
purposes by local taxation in the cities 
and towns which pay part of the expenses 
of thetr public school systems. The total 
amount raised last year by local taxation 
was $428,287, an increase of about $55,000 
over the amount raised in the same way 
the year before. 

Some interesting faefs are presented in 
the report of Chancellor Walter B. Hill, 
of the state university, which wil) be 
appended to the report of the school com- 
missioner. Chancellor Hill says that dur- 
ing the one hundred years of the 
university’s existence the legislature has 
appropriated for its maintenance and 
support the meager total of $81,400. This 
amount given by the _ state during 
one hundred years is less than 
the donations of private’ individuals 
to the institution. Chancellor Hill ex- 
presses the belief, however, that the 
legislature will soon recognize the value 
of the university, and that its future 
policy ‘will be to foster and aid it in every 
way possible. The year just closed, the 
centennial year, was the most prosperous 
in the university’s history, from an ed1- 
cational standpoint, the enrollment being 
320, the largest known since it was 
founded. 

Professor E. C. Branson, of the State 
Normal school,will report many improve- 
ments at that institution during the year. 
The enrollment of teachers there now is 
403. It is probable a free scholarship at 
the normal schcol will be offered next 
year.

New York, August 13.—The reduction of op- 
eratives’ wages at Fall River and fears of a 
strike in consequence scared some of the Liv- 
erpool trade this morning, and the result was 
an unexpectedly lower market abroad, whereas 
the trade had looked for higher figures, Weak 
holders here undertook to liquidate and on 
small sales the market eased off 5 to 7 points 
when a steadier market followed. There was 
little from Texas out of the recent bullish 
character, and the ec nsus of opinion was 
that Texas stands no ‘chance of making more 
than a moderate crop, The market improved 
somewhat after the opening, but the amount of 
business was small and buying was checked by 
heavy rain at Dallas, but. this proved to be 
only temporary, for on the appearance of ithe 
weekly government report stating that in the 
western portion of the cotton belt and in por- 
tions of the central district cotton was suffer- 
ing for rain and that the crop is failing rapid- 
ly in the drought region of Texas, the market 
quickly started toward last night’s prices and 
shorts were tn dismay with the feeling general- 
ly that Liverpool tomorrow would promptly re- 
spond. ‘The forecast for Texas was for show- 
ers in thé northern portion of east Texas, The 
arrivals of new cotton are now frequent at many 
points in Texas, and accounts through private 
sources as to the general situation in that state 
are conflicting. Some sections report 25 to 40 
per cent short of last year, some claim only 
one-fourth to_one-third.bale to the acre and 
others as much as one. bale per acre. The 
crop is less promising than it was a week or 
ten days ago in some sections of Texas an l 
better in others, In the Brenham section it its 
said that squares and half grown bolls have 
been damaged by boll weevil and that there is 
no chance for a top crop in that region. The 
receipts at ports today were 1,500, against 
3,800 last year. Houston received 540 new 
bales today. Liverpool declined 2 to 4 points.

New York, August 13.—As was gencrally 
expected, prices reacted further this morning, 
January selling down to 7.26 on a very nar- 
row trade and more disposition to sell than to 
buy cotton. The Liverpool market declined 
sharply. Rains in central Texas were reported 
as well as in many portions of .the cottoh belt 
and the temper of trade was one of less anx- 
lety over the crop outlook. The summary of 
the weekly report statéd that cotton in Texas 
was failing rapidly where rains have not fallen, 
and also complained of drought in Tennessee, 
and Georgia too much moisture, It will be 
remembered that the market broke every Tu¢s- 
day for five weeks during June and July owing 
to the fact that the summary was disappoint- 
tingly good. But throughout ‘that period the 
detail by states was bad in the extreme. But 
today’s report is in contrast to the details cf 
last month. Nearly every state shows general 
condition of the crop good or excellent, lhe 
bad places are still central Texas and Tenncs- 
see, But the summary made out the condition 
worse than the detail, and this brought buying 
orders. January ran up to 7.33 sharply, but 
when operators had a chance to read the Je- 
tall the cotton was sold and prices declid-d 
as quickly. While the report is far from 
favorable, there is little in the immediate 
outlook upon which to buy cotton for higher 
prices. We believe the crop is one of the 
most spotted in years and likely to turn cut 
smaller than many look for now, but in the 
absence of speculation the new crop coming 
in next month is more likely to bring about 
a heavy market for a while with better prices 
after the crop is found to be a moderate one.

Chicago, August 13.—Wheat—The market 
open;d easiser this morning, prices being much 
lower for September on rather disasppointing 
cables and a tendency early in the day to un- 
load considerable ong stuff. Foreign houses 
were doing 2 little selling at the start, but 
after the first few minutes of trade offerings 
| became quite small. and the market showed a 
steadier fesling, prices advancing to about 
| %c above the opening. The Liverpool market 
Bw %c lower, while London showed a de- 

cline of %c. Wheat was quiet after midday 
| with prices showing only small fluctuations 
either way, but the market steadied more on 
small offerings and large clearances than on 
any latge demard. The close swas firm. 

Corn—The market opened about %e lewer 
with smal] transactions, and during the morn- 
ing was rather quiet, pric*s fluctuating within 
a narrow limit. The foreign markets were 
| rather disappointing, Liverpool being %d lower 
than the opening, but later this loss was 
about all regained. Offerings, however, were 
not large, and the Illinois state report, which 
places the condition of the crop at 40 per 
cent, was the strengthening feature. Corn 
was very quict late, and prices were lower, 
under some liberal selling and a smaller de- 
mand. The close was steady. 

Provisions—The decline in grain had a sym- 
pathetic effect on the produce market this 
morning and prices at the start were 5 to 10c 
below last night's close. Receipis at primary 
points were small and the hog market at the 
opening was strong at 5c advance. Provisions 
were fairly active late and firmer, prices 
working up quite readily with the increased 
speculative buying.

Chicago, August 13.—Wheat—The weather 
map showed few light showers. Forecast, 
fair and cooler. Great damage reported in 
vicinity of Grand Forks, Larimore and James- 
town, North Dakota, by rain and hail. The 
market opened down on declines abroad as wel] 
2s on talk of supplies increasing and the de- 
mand lessening in the United Kingdom, while 
exporters at the seaboard were inclined to be 
tearish on a slackening up of the demand. 
Commission houses were selling, while a num- 

ber of Jocal operators were inclined to work 
on the bull side, being assisted by the large 
clearances. as well as a decrease in the world’s 
visible. Duliness prevailed for quite a good 
length of time, but later in the season out- 
tide buying appeared, while shorts covered 
with the closing only slightly under yester- 
day’s. We feel friendly to wheat, and favor 
purchases on soft spots. 

Corn—Receipts were light. Illinois August 
report made the condition 46, against the bu- 
reau report of 51. Private advices from this 
state, Indiana and Ohio indicate deterioration 
instead of improvement, although Wall -street 
advices are to the cor€rary. The feature was 
large commission house selling, as tell as 
profit taking by a few wealthy local operators, 
While there was a good class ,of buying and 
covering by shorts. The movement continues 
small and is a bul} factor, while we believe 
the shipping demand will soon show improve- 
ment. The market closed steady with the 
undertone strong. ¢ . 

Oats—While receipts were large values were 
only slightly affected on small commission 
house selling on 220 cars estimated for tomor- 
row, which induced some buying, and it looked 
as if Patten brokers were picking up Septem- 
ber. The great discrepancy between this cereal 
and corn has made sentiment bullish with 
the market closing strong slightly above last 
night. We favor purchases cn all dips.

Councilman Kontz related a story 
concerning an attack by a pack of dogs 
on a lone policeman almost in front of 
the mayor's home on Peachtree street. 
The dogs, according to the councilman, 
were evidently intent upon chewing the 
snanks of the patrolman, who, brave 
man that he was, repulsed’them with 
several well directed blows’ of his ‘‘lo- 
cust.”’ ! 

This account led Mayor Mims to make 
a confession. He said that some time 
ago he was greatly annoyed by the 


worthless dogs that infested his neigh- 
borhood, and, growing weary of their 
midnight carousals, he determined to put 
@ summary end to it all. 

“Acting upon an inhuman impulse,” 
said he, “I prepared a tempting repast 
of meat which was liberally dosed with 
strychnine. The plan worked like a 
charm. A large number of the dogs died 
and among others were two very hand- 
some greyhounds that belonged to Mr. 
Albert Thornton. 

“Imagine my feelings when the next 
day I saw in the paver that Mr. Thorn- 
ton had offeréd a reward of $200 for in- 
formation which would lead to the dis- 
covery of the miserable wretch who had 
killed his dogs.

Examination of City Books To Be 
Finished This Week. 


REPORT IS TO BE PREPARED 


Council, However, May Be Furnished 
with a Preliminary Statemeut 
in a Short Time. 


D. S. Fero and his assistants who are 
now, and have been for some time past, 
making an examination of the books in 
all the city departments, expect to finish 
the work this week. It is belHeved, how- 
ever, that no complete report of the work 
will be filed with council for some time 
yet, as all the figures prepared must be 
sent to the headquarters of Haskins & 
Sells, in New York, where the report will 
be prepared. 

Councilman Rawson, chairman of the 
city finance committee, yesterday morn- 
ing called on the accountants and was in- 
formed th-t Mr. Fero was expected in 
Atlanta almost any day this week. Mr. 
Rawson expressed a desire to have a 
conference with Mr. Fero at the earliest 
possible moment. Mr. Fero's representa- 
tive here said that if council desired a 
report of the work that a preliminary 
report might be prepared for that pur- 
pose. 

The complete report, he said, would 
probably not be ready for some weeks. 
The experts have already gathered to- 
gether an immense number of figures, 
and all of these will have to be tabulated, 
typewritten and audited before they are 
filed with the city authorities. The chief 
expert who has been engaged on the 
books of the city departments stated yes- 
terday that the system in vogue in all the 
departments could be improved. 

He called attention to discrepancies in 
the reports from several of the depart- 
ments and explained that such was the 
result of incorrect additions. The ac- 
counts in question, he stated, had been 
gone over carefully with the result that 
mistakes had been run to earth and cor- 
rected, 


MAY RELOCATE BIG MAIN, 


Water Commissioners Will Hold Spe- 
cial Meeting This Afternoon To 
Settle Matter. 


At 4 o’clock this afternoon there will be 
a special meeting of the board of city 
water commissioners for the purpose of 
definitely determining whether or not the 
30-inch water main for tne center of 
town is to be laid on Marietta and De- 
catur streets or Walton street and Edge- 
wood avenue.
